ical sphere. If we can't enjoy ourselves, 
break-out and do things we really desire and 
want to do, then self activity is shot to hell. 

We are influenced by many things and ideas. 
We are people, not ism-oids with a cause. As 
individuals we have differences. Like we hash 
things out from time to time, but we agree on 
a lot as well. We try to remain self-critical 
and open to other aproaches and influences. 
The paper is one facet of our lives and we try 
to allow space, so it doesn't become an all 
work no fun type of project. Other activity, 
our daily lives, and pleasure almost always take 
Precedent over No Picnic. Were all still deal- 
ing with the shock and horror of this society 
we live in, and at times it's difficult to go 
into the next day, living and trying to be open 
and honest with each other, let alone trying 
to put out a newspaper. Knowing that there's 
people out there who care and give a shit enough 
to fight against injustice and refuse to bow 
down to the dictates of conformity, are all in- 
spirations that keep us alive and empowered.

All struggles come down to resistance agai- 
nst domination. Power-over has been instituti 
jonalized in a society wherein one group, the 
ruling class, owns the means of production. ie: 
(factories, mines, distribution, infrastruct- 
ure etc) and also manages the movement of cap- 
ital. At the same time they try to reduce our 
lives to that of 'worker' and expect us to 
throw a large part of our life away, to the 
benefit of their profit-making machinery. 
‘From the cradle to the grave, you made your- 
self the systems slave' -AMEBIX--- 
There factories and all their other alienating 
structures can burn to the fucking ground for 
all we care, But they can't do it by themselves. 
They need help. 

This society is also organized in an increa- 
singly centralized and bureaucratic manner by 
the State, ie: (Prisons, armies, government, 
Police, tax collector etc.) We feel that those 
who see nationalism as a tool for liberation 
are either kidding themselves or have already 
picked a comfortable position in their future 
‘revolution’. We don't have to look far to see 
the counter-revolutionary effects of nationalism, 
a world defined and seperated by boundaries, the 
reproduction of hierarchy and the whole elitist 
mentality that this concept embraces leads us 
to the recognition that nationalism barrs the 
way to a free society.

Thirdly power over is virtually univers- 
ally exspressed in the organized domination of 
women by men(religion, family violence Etc.) 

The interp- 
lay between the institutions of the patriarchy, 
the State and capital is that which must be un- 
derstood, explained, exposed and destroyed. As 
long as these structures remain in place and 
are left to interact with each other unopposed, 
freedom is only an-elusive and far off dream. 
We sometimes use the word civilization to exp- 
ress the totality of what were up against. When 
we step away from the influences of civilizat- 
ion, and begin acting autonomously of its str- 
uctures, an effective resistance can begin to 
grow 


We are inspired and encouraged by those who 
attempt to smash and topplethat which seeks to 
destroy us all. 

Because of our situation locally we must 
learn to take advantage where we can. Two outs- 
tanding realities here, are the great isolat- 
iom from large Populations, relative to europe 
2 or even eastern N. America, and the fact 
that our economy is based on so-called natural 
resource exploitation. We watch with interest 
developments in W. Europe and elsewhere and try 
and learn what we can from them, but they obv- 
jously have limited applications in our scenar- 
lo. Because of this we must develop our own, 
methods of continuing and building resistance 
with both long and short term goals in mind, 
try to apply it as much as Possible to our dai- 
ly lives and be constantly flexible - open to 
new ideas and change. Autonomous, unmediated, 
non-directed and collective efforts that work 
towards this, is what we seek to promote. 


Thanks everyone who has helped out with 
bringing this and past issues of No Picnic 
together. Donations, correspondence , great 
submissions have made No Picnic what it is. 
We want to thank Colette Beaulieu for the 
front cover and inside cut block photo in the 
last issue. We hope to see another issue out 
sometime this summer.

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SHELL TO HELL 


In August 1988 a Vancouver group calling itself 
Shell Busters spraypainted 21 Shell gas stations. 
An early morning action that left fuel Pumps, 
signs and company trucks covered in anti-Shel1/ 
anti/ apartheid messages. After the action the o 
group proceeded to send a communique to the press 
explaining Shell Canada's involvement in the S. 
African apartheid economy. Shel] Canada's parent 
company, Royal Dutch Shell is being attacked for 
this very same reason. I 

In December, there was another weekend of act- 
ivity against Shell. It started off on a friday 
night, with an informal demonstration which I was 
lucky to catch since advertising for it was min- 
imal. It took place at a local gas station, 
People held up signs and blocked traffic from 
entering to some degree, this. included parking a 
couple of cars next to the fuel Pumps to slow down 
business even more. Then they called tow trucks 
to remove them. The. manager had a big huff -puff 
about the whole affair. As soon as the tow trucks 
rolled up, people jumped into their cars and made 
off without getting a ticket. Later an irate cus- 
tomer purposely drove into the Picket and came :: 
lose to hitting some of us. A few of us quickly 
responded with boots to the car, feeling quite 
Pissed off. The jerk got out, we shouted back 
and forth, then he got back in his car and threw 
it in reverse, once again he got boots to the car 
then took off. One Participant could be heard 
babbling about Gandhi, but I have a feeling most 
People realized it was a justified response. |35 
Later that night about six Shell Stations were 
Spraypainted and locks superglued. This was re- 
ported the next daysat a public demo that was 
loud and inspiring, right in the middle of crowds 
of shoppers on Granville St., and outside the 
Shell Corporate headquaters.

SCREAMING TREES! _

self realization. Here in Vancouver people can 
Purchase crystals from a number of stores 5 
these crystals they say promote healing thoughts 
and improve dreams. 

Whether these claims of crystal Power are true 
or not, I have no Idea. But what is reat is the 
Strain crystal collectors are Putting on the 
environment, especially in Arkansas, one of the 
largest sources of crystals in N. America. Leg- 
ions of eager crystal hounds are descending on 
the area armed with screwdrivers, shovels and 
bulldozers. According to a resident it resemb- 
les gold rush days. There have been several z- 
articles on 'how to' collect crystals, one pic- 
tured the author proudly displaying her booty 
at the bottom of a badly eroded hillside. 

In addition to plundering legal mines peopje 
have been at work in the state forest digging 
pits six feet deep and then abandoning them, 
Which is hazardous for animals, hikers and 
Promotes soil erosion. Meanwhile the federal 
forest service, never known for its love of the 
wilderness has been granting crystal permits 
left, right and center. 


TRASH THE DUMP! 


The BC government has scrapped plans to build 
a $20 million hazzardous waste incinerator in 
Cache Creek, 3 hours North of Vancouver in the 
interior desert. An overwhelming wave of oppos- 
ition to the project to be built by the company 
BC Special Waste Services, forced Environment 
Minister Bruce Strachan to back down on the plans. 

In a classic manipulation manoeuvre, a pro- 
posal was first launched to locate a dump site 
for residential and ‘light industrial' refuse 
from Vancouver. It was to be trucked from Van- 
couver, hundreds of thousands of tonnes annually 
to end up in the dry canyon of the Thompson 
River. Empty trucks would then be filled with 
wood chips from a new chipper mill fed by more 
clearcutting in the watershed. The trucks would 
head back south to a mill in Bellingham Washing- 
ton. So efficient this destruction. . 

Resistance to that plan by farmers, ranchers, 
other locals and the Native people who'd been 
using the site as a berry gathering piaeezand 
sacred burial ground for eons, grew rapidly. 

A mayor was elected on a "No Dump" ticket, only 
to switch hit after the erection and promote 
the plan. Rumours abound that he'd been bribed. 

Meanwhile, another proposal was announced 
during the confusion, to locate a hazardous 
waste incinerator nearby. 

Their backs already against the wall, locals 
now had another threat to their and their chil- 
dren's lives. A series of meetings were held 
where environmental scientists exposed the stack 
of lies on which the government and corporations 
based their pro-dump, pro-incinerator propaganda. 
Local people got to the point of saying that 
they would do whatever it takes to kill the 
incinerator proposal. 

So, in a show of 'compromise' the filth 
backed down on the incinerator but the mega- 
dump is on track and is probably starting to 
recieve truckloads of trash right about now. 

So on the one hand a victory, on the other 
a slap to the face. x

The government has stated that it is now 
actively seeking another site to vapourize the 
74,000 tonnes of hazardous wastes that are gen- 
erated annually in BC. Rumours are that possible 
locations are Ruby Creek which is 100 km east 
of here near Hope , or near Chetwynd north of 
Prince George. 
Has anyone suggested incinerating the indus- 
tries that produce these wastes?

DEADLY PROPAGANDA 


Hey guys, guess what? The boycott and direct 
action (spray painting, demos, etc.) against 
Shell Canada/Royal Dutch Shell has got them 


‘on the defensive! The work being done against 


apartheid and Shell has pushed them into dis- 
tributing a "plea package", Propaganda in- 
sisting that Shell is anti-apartheid.

Included in this propaganda is a direct 
statement trying to disassociate Shell Can- 
ada from Royal Dutch Shel], "Shell Canada 
has neither operations nor investments in 
South Africa." However, in being a sub- 
siddiary of Royal Dutch Shell, 79% owned 
by Royal Dutch Shell and the Shell transza 


ort amd trading compa qTand; 
understood that they are strongly.linked 
With operations in South Africa. 
The president of Shell Canada insists that 
the company has no influence on its parent 
company, but any drop in sales due to any 
anti-apartheid boycott in Ganada would be 
immediately fely by the larger body. 

Although totally denying any #perations 
in South Africa, Shell Canada do concede 
(contradicting themselves) to the sale of 
sulphur and polypropylene, used for the a- 
griculture industry. In South Africa, 
sulphur is used in the production of 
fertilizer, as sulphuric acid, and is the 
key ingredient in most industrial pro- 
cesses. South Africa imports 1/2 of its 
Sulphur needs; 95% of which is supplied by 
Canada. 

EXCERPT FROM PLEA PACKAGE 


Police and military supplies 
Critics accuse Shell South Africa of complicity 
in the repression of the black population 
because, they allege, the company supplies fuel 
to the military and to the police. 

The fact is that all oil companies operating in 
South Africa are prohibited by law from giving 
anyone, including their shareholders, any infor- 
mation about oil supplies and distribution-and 
the penalties for breaking the lawin this respect 
are very severe, 

In any case the South African government 
has wide powers to compel oil companies to 
supply, or to requisition, oil products. 

The presence or absence of one oil company 
would not prevent oil supplies being made 
available for military or police use. 

There are four oil refineries in South Africa. 
The Sapref refinery near Durban is jointly 
owned by Shell and BP. The Milnerton refinery 
near Cape Town is owned by Caltex, which is 
jointly owned by Texaco and Chevron. The 
Wentworth refinery near Durban is jointly 
owned by a number of companies of which 
Mobil holds the largest share and finally, thereis 
the Natref refinery at Sasolburg of which Sasol, 
a South African company, owns 52:5%. 

In addition, a substantial proportion - 30% 
to 40% according to a recent US government 
report - of South Africa's liquid fuel needs are 
derived from indigenous coal at the large coal 
conversion plants at Sasolburg. 


Mr. John Wilson, chairman of Shell South 
Africa, expresses his feelings and concerns 
about apartheid,"Apartheid is not only an un- 
acceptable burden which cost the taxpayer 


R10-billion toR15-billion, a year, but is the 
major cause of uncertainty in relationships 
with world trading partners." Obviously 
through this statement, Wilson has expressed 
concern soley for the steady growth of the 
company. In a letter included in the package 
Senior Director/Royal Dutch Shell, L.C. van 
Wachem contributes to Wilson's compassion, 
"We want business to stay in South Africa to 
work aggressively for the change and to help 
prepare Black South Africans for when apar- 
theid ends." 

Shell propagandists summararized their 
anti-apartheid campaign like this:"It all 
comes down to what you believe is the best way 


of fighting apartheid. The Shell Group be- 
lieves it can contribute to the .anti- 
apartheid cause by remaining to help create 

a new, free, non-racial, and democratic South 
Africa and by sustaining the viability of the 
economy once apartheid is gone." Shell be- 
lieves that they are the authority on how 
apartheid should be fought. Throughout this 
entire package, the contradictions and ack- 
nowledgements of their involvement in the 
mechanics of apartheid can only prove that 
Shell has no defense!

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PSYCHIATRIC 
PRISONERS ABUSED! 


In September 1987, Jacklyn Vahey, a 15 year 
employee of the Restigouche Psychiatric Hospital 
Center in New Brunswick, reported that some mem`>-. 
bers of staff were physically and mentally abusing: 
patients. The hospital allegedly investigated but 
no action against the abusers was taken. Vahey .`-:- 
reported the incidents to the police. She was sus- 
pended from her job and 'advised' to seek'psy- 
chiatric help', then later told she had been 


mandatorily placed on an "Emoloyee Assistance Pro- 
gram", because her bosses felt that there was a 
question of her mental health! This meant that she 
was compelled to undergo a psychiatric examination 
which she did but was luckily cleared. The hospital 
administration told her she would not be reinstated 
unless she retracted her statements. She refused 
and was subsequently offered another job at the 
hospital, but demoted from a Psychiatric Atten-- 
dant2 to a Laundry workerl, She again refused 
and, after public exposure in the local media, 
her case was heard by a state adjudicator who 
nero in her favor. She was ordered reinstated `. 
th back pay after over a year of not 
Unfortunately the public (i.e. media) Poe Ags 
on the courage and innocence of the worker, and - 
not on the plight of the inmates at the insti- 
tution, and therefore the case is considered clo- 
sed because Jacklyn now has her job back and sven 
received back pay. Anyone interested in Psychi-. x 
atric Liberation should contact Phoenix Rising, 
who do a lot of good work in solidarity with 
psychiatric inmates.

on the basis of affinity. An affinity group's 
main function is Rot to increase it's own size. 
After some discussion we agreed that it just 
makes sense to work with people that you are 
able and feel comfortable working with. As it 
was, it was nearly impossible to get a dozen 
people together to talk about things or to make 
any decisions. Even with what some thought of 
as a small number, some people had a tendency 
to talk more than others, some had little to 
say and a few were more or less silent. Was it 
that some people had more important, or felt 
they had more important things to say? Or maybe 
the quiet and silent ones thought their own 
opinions of little or no importance? 

This is a problem that groups will always 
have to a greater or lesser degree. It's dif- 
ficult to deal with. I guess it's safe to say 
that the larger the group, the more there will 
be the tendency for some to take the lead and 


others to step back and be spectators. This is 
a mirror of the mainstream society. Social re- 
lationships that we are trying to change. 

_ We were open to new people coming and 
taking part in the project and decision making. 
But association was based on affinity with those 
people, not on the goal of increasing our num- 
bers as much as possible. 

I don't really want to go on theorizing 
about this. I just thought it worth a mention. 
The space closed down fairly quickly. But the 
idea is definately not dead. 

If we could find a cheap/free, large, ac- 
cessible space(keep dreaming) we'd probably try 
it again. We learned alot about ourselves and 
working/playing with others in those several 
months. We're all wiser for it.

Macho Hunters? 


Automobiles are'a product of a spe- 
cific type of hierarchical culture. They 
are one result of the values of western 
civilization of which an obvious character- 
istic is its patriarchal dictatorship. The 
parallels between men's treatment of their 


‘cars and their female lovers and the inter- 


changeability of the vocabulary men use in 
relation to both'possessions" is well known. 
Men ride cars and 'ride' women, They even 

call their cars 'she'. This is because men 
view women and cars not only as ‘beautiful 
objects', but as objects which have a certain 
power that they enjoy controlling, Men have 
traditionally justified their domination of 
women by defining them as wild, chaotic, mys- 
terious, etc. Thus, by virtue of their 
supposed lack of rationality, women need do- 
mestication, taming, control. This 

view is one of the central ideological tenets 
on which the patriarchy is based and seeks to 
justify itself. It is graphically expressed in 
the Christian religion, with its evil women 
myths and hatred and fear of the 'wilderness', 
Ever since males began to organize and conso- 
lidate their domination of females, perhaps 


succeeding generations of males have lapped this 


oppressive shit up because they had so much to 
gain in terms of material possessions 

and because they were seduced by power, 

I believe this perception of women extends to 
everything outside the male ego/self and that 
it originates in our separation from nature, 
possibly through agriculture and religion. — 
But thet is not the issue here. What is inter- 
esting to me is that the automobile seems to 
have become a contrived representation of a 
similar type of ‘wild power! that has been 
tamed, a kind of fake potential that is kept 
under control, It's as if the collective male 
psyche created a toy for itself that fit its 
model of the cosmos, A dangerous, wild ma- 
Chine that has been harnessed, a sort of per- 
manent hunters! trophy to exhibit as proof of 
the superiority of the male, an artificial 
creature that is kept on display as a warning 
that we (men) are the most cunning and strong 
of all. We are at the helm of a metal beast 
posessing hundreds of 'horse!power, as if to 
reassure ourselves (white, western,males), 
and to convince others, that we are indeed 
awesome. The car is, in many ways, a pretend 
monster, one that reflects a patricentric 
cultures! obsession with subduing and ‘domi- 
nating the world around it. 


Home 


For the past six months I've lived on a 
small island in the gulf between Vancouver 
Island and the mainland of British Columbia. 
There are about 850 people who live here 
during the winter and almost four times that 
many during the summer, Many people here find 
their home unique. They like to think of it as 
a community, and there are several projects 
that testify to this description, More speci- 
fically, however, they like to describe it as 
an alternative community, There is a well or- 
ganized recycling depot and a 'free store! 
where everyone brings stuff that they no longer 
need or want so that someone else will get a 
chance to use it. Really quite remarkable. 
There are also other initiatives that are aimed 
at promoting skill sharing and mutual aid, as 
well as a fairly develloped'informal economy! . 
All in all though, the’ combined influences of 
New Ageism and Christianity have neutralized 
a lot of the effort that might have posed a 
real threat to the status quo. (These ideologies 
are both blind to socio-economic causes of our 
misery.) There is, however, still a basic aspi- 
ration of achieving community control over 
their lives and environment among many 
islanders. It is this basic desire, and the 
extent to which it will avoid being recunerated 
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or negated by religion and liberal, autho- 
rivarian leftist or even conservative ideolo- 
gies, that I am interested in encouraging. 
One of the most promising devellopments 
in terms of subversive potential has been the 
recent suggestion of reducing our car depen- 
agency. The idea seems to have originated 
partly as a strategy to help the island main- 
tain its uniqueness in face of increasing 
numbers of tourists and visitors who con- 
verge on it during the summer. Many bring 
vneir urban consummerist lifestyle with 
them and are willing to pay for 'conve- 
niences' and goodies, The island ends up with 
ice cream stands with Soke ads plastered all 
over them and even police. (There had never 
been police here until two summers ago when 
they were apparently invited to deal with 
increased traffic problems as a result of 
the extra summer residents. What it will mean 
is the increased criminalization of island 
traditions like a healthy tolerance of 
nudity on the beaches, etc.) More cars also 
means more dead deer, accidents, danger for 
children, speeding(urban folks tend to have 
internelized rigid schedules more than rural 


folk), more noise and pollution and of 

course the need for parking lots where 

there were once trees or a peaceful meadow. 

One way visitors could respect local life- 
styles more, it was suggested, would be to 
expect them to walk, cycle or use an alter- 
native transportation system that we could 

set up. Someone circulated a ‘poll! asking 
whether we would like to implement some 

type of system that would help us to reduce our 
Gependency on cars, possibly by abolishing 
‘them from the island! The respondents! hos- 
tility was as dissapointing as their appa- 
rent conformity. "This is the twentieth cent- 
ury, dough brain." was a typical response and 
it about sums up the majority view. There were, 
however, only about 56 people who answered, and 
6 of them were in favor. There were also a few 
of us who didn't receive a copy of the poll 
who would like to see cars abolished not only 
from our neighborhoods but from the face of the 
planet. As someone commented: " The first res- 
ponse was negative, but the seed's been 
planted." =

And yet the auto is more than a toy 

that the collective male ego has created 

in a subconscious desire to flatter itself, 

or an examole of an urge to dominate and con- ~ 

trol. Ina society in which suspicion and 

competition have replaced trust, allowing 

ourselves to be vulnerable is considered stra- 

tegically stupid. And so we build walls, 

shields and armor to protect our selves, 

behind which nobody can reach us, nobody 

can hurt us. In this sense the automobile has 

become a metaphor for the emotional armor that 

that the patriarchy wraps around men. 

Driving my car, shielded by fifteen hun- 

dred pounds of steel, I appear and feel 

confident, impregnable, secure, safe. Yet 

I go nowhere: around and around in circles, 

a cog in a hyper-rationalized, mechanistic, 

tedious world. Furthermore, reflecting the 

almost complete disintegration of authentic 

community ( which is most obvious in the 

extreme atomization of our existences) now- 

adays we almost always ride in our cars alone, 

An obnoxious radio announcer we don't even 

know and the unsatisfactory sounds of recor- 

ded music are our only company. Not only 
in the cities, but everywhere, travelling by 
automobile has become a solo activity. It is 
not only a question of the decadent waste and 
inefficiency this represents, but how well it 
illustrates the stark loneliness of living in I 
contemporary western civilization, Í 


Our ancestors once lived, played and 
dreamed together. I believe that one of the 
reasons they consciously refused to keep large 
surplusses of food either through agricul- 
ture or the domestication of animals was be- 
cause the trade-off simply wasn't worthwhile. ‘ 
The work (alienating, dreadful activity) this 
would require was weighed against the pleasure 
of living together in communities of leisure, 
celebration, ritual, sensuality, humor,etc., 
and pleasure always took precedence. Also 
their relationship to nature was such that they 
had no desire to conquer it, They simply 
viewed themselves as an actual part of it. The 
planet was not a threatening wilderness that, 
if tamed, would give them abundance, it was 
abundant as is, and they were part of that 
abundance and celebrated it. 

Thus, the chosen lifestyle was that of 
gatherer-hunters who were essentially semi- 
nomadic. They usually travelled and wandered 
together, moving on with the seasons within a ` 
particular geographical area that was familiar 
to them, but never fully ‘know! in the modern 
sense, because they never dissected their envi- 
ronment into meaninglessness the way science 
does. And, although they may have travelled 
through the same valley before, for instance, 
each voyage was probably appreciated as a new 
experience. Perhaps a different path was chosen 
each time, one with different smells, sizhts, 
sounds, different herbs and roots and 
fungi to taste and experiment with, diff- 
erent bark and stones and leaves and moss 
to touch. Perhaps sometimes they even thought 
it was worth the risk of being hungry or tired ` 
for an extra day in order to explore and 
wander through another valley. In these res- 
pects their travels were meaningful, as were 
their simpler wanderings away from the tempo- 
rary campsites, as individuals or smaller 
groups. 

I have wished to share this description 
of travelling/wandering in order to contrast 
it with the so called ‘leisure travelling! of 
today, which has been described as ‘purely 
formal', Sitting inside metal boxes, often 
alone, we experience the ‘scenery' only with 
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THE TYRANNY OF CARS 


our eyes, at a speed which blurs even this ex- 


perience. Pseudo-travellers, we follow all 
the instructions: speed, direction, rest- 
stops, "scenic viewpoints", wonderlands,.. 
Everything is organized and chosen for us: 
the freedom to choose this paved highway 
or thet one, Pepsi or Goke, It's all part 
of the sensory deprivation project of 
modern power, The ultimate aim is complete 
dehumanization: a society of robots and 
spectators so plugged into the Machine that 
we become reduced to mere components of it,

Clearly the auto is more than a 1950's 
cultural icon (evoking memories of the first 
time at the wheel, wholesome drive-in movies 
with the family, the first sexual encounter, 
etc.). Nor is it a simple form of transporta- 
tion, not the best, but the only one we have 
at the moment in a world in which such things 
are necessary, a sort of unrefined necessity. 
These perceptions are the result of an incre- 
dible public relations and advertising cam- 
paign propagated by a system that does mot 
manufacture objects which we need but manu- 
factures the need for objects. The continu- 
ation of this system relies not only on our 
submission to it, but on our internalization 
of it.The present necessity ofautomobiles is 


the result of a deliberate strategy propagated 


by the monopolistic power of the automobile 
and petroleum industries, which @nningly in 
fluenced the organization of our cities (and 


consequently our daily lives) so that we would 


be forced to purchase this commodity. In fact 
the auto has become the cornerstone of the i 


materials, factories 


them on, ferries to carry them and parking lots 
to leave them in, All this means that millions 


of people give their lives away to work just 


vo produce or accomodate a machine that is des- 


troying the planet and making a few men rich. 
It also means that some of us will spend an 
incredible amount of time working" only to make 
enough money to buy a machine the primary 
function of which is to drive’ us to work! 


A Traffic in Slaughter 


Cars are more alive and are deadlier than 


had been anticipated. Each and every year 


millions of hectares of land around the planet 


= 


are cleared, destroying or disrupting eco- 
systems, to accomodate this industrial plague, 
and millions of animals will be killed or in- 
jured on the worlds highways. Every year the 
lives of hundreds of thousands of humans are 
snuffed out in traffic accidents, millions 
more are maimed, amongst us those who 

work at producing them. All in all pretty grim 
carnage. And we are expected to accept 

tHis slaughter. 


_Automatons 


To merely reform cars into safer, more 
efficient, more environmentally sane versions 
of the same thing would miss the point. This 
includes self-management schemes that would 
have us all shuttled about in worker-controled 
mass trensit systems, As though the project 
for a libertarian community and mass society 
were not irreconcilably opposed. Cars are 
useful for transportation only within a ca- 
pitalist, hierarchical social system. They 
rely on a specific organization of our lives 
in which 'work', 'leisure' andthomet occupy 
three distinct geographical areas, because 
capital does not allow them to be unified, 

To confront the rule of capital is to confront 
the ideology of work and our atomized exis- 
tences. Cars are deadly and they belong in 

8 world of death. To imagine them as part of 
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OLETTE BEAULIE 


free, communitarian societies is to imagine 
those societies as mere replicas of the world 
we now live in. 
The auto is just another prop in a hideous 
existential nightmare made real by thousands 
of years of law and order, Trapped inside 
these machines I feel not only like an ex- 
tension of them, but also of the society 
that they in turn help to define. which 
brings me back to that quiet island where 
some folks are discussing whether they should 
or shouldn't abolish cars. It seems that to 


seeeethe extent to which cars epitomize alienated, 


industrial, atomized, mass society, the ques- 
tion isn't whether we should or shouldn't, 

but when and how. My suggestion is that because 
cars are dependent on a society founded on 
power and domination, a sure way of ridding 
ourselves of them would be to rid ourselves of 
that society. In the meantime I'm optimistic 
about our capacity to come up with sane, 
creative alternatives, but have no illusions 
that even if we did, the real source of our 
problems would be solved. For a world without

G can see it now. Grass and weeds and herbs 
reclaiming deserted streets.

MARTIN FORAN: THE FIGHT CONTINUES 


Over the Christmas and New Year period 
Martin staged a hunger strike that has now 
ended. In December last year Martin won his 
case against four prison officers from Walton 
Prison. They assaulted him whilst he was in 
the hospital wing at this prison in May 1986. 

In May 1985 Martin was jailed for a robbery 
he didn't commit. Whilst in jail he complained 
of serious bowel disorders and pains. The pri- 
son authorities agreed to let him see a medic- 
al specialist, but moved him the day before 
the appointment. The same thing happened in 
another prison. Martin's health was clearly 
being ignored and he took a member of the pri- 
son staff hostage in desperation. After this 
incident he was placed in a punishmentcell 
for four weeks and after other prisoners com- 
plained of his conditions he was rushed to an 
outside hospital and given a colostomy operat- 
ion - which showed that something was seriously 
wrong with him. Whilst recuperating from this 
operation Martin was attacked. 

The case against the officers was finally 
heard in late December at Newport County Court. 


At first the case went bad for Martin, but he 
could produce photographs which were taken of 
his injuries just after the attack. Once in the 
witness stand the officers began to contradict 
themselves and give differing accounts of what 
had happened. The photos showing boot marks on 


Martin's back seemed to contradict their claim 
of the use of 'reasonable force’. Eventually 
the officers defence broke down and Martin's 
case was legally Subsantiated. Martin was 
awarded the minimal compensation of 750 Pounds. 
The decision to bring criminal charges 
against the officers lies with the Dir. of 
Public Prosecutions, who have so far showed no 
inclination to do so. Going on their past rec- 
ord it is extremely unlikely that they will 
prosecute. Martin recently spent time tocked 
up in his cell not allowed to associate with 
other prisoners and given no excercise rights, 
And only after much of a struggle has he 
been allowed to send these photos to his wife 
Valerie. It seems obvious that the authorities 
are trying to cover up the case that Martin 
has won.

ea BRISON FOR WOMEN AN OUTRAGE 
° NOUS LETTRE FROM INSIDE PAW 


In the last days of November '88, at the 
Prison For Women in Kingston, Ontario, began 
two weeks of turmoil that included a double 
stabbing», mass disciplinary transfers of pri- 
soners to the segregation unit, severe self- 
mutilations and three attempted suicides. Another 
woman, already in seg three months, could take 
no more so she slashed and then hung herself on 
December 3rd when taken to the prison hospital. 

Some outside prison watch groups are calling 
for a public inquiry into her death and an in- 
vestigation of prison conditions(especially 
segregation that led to this). Five days after 
the attempted suicides in the segregation unit, 
Dr Thorn resigned from his position as chairman 
of the citizens advisory committee. Many pri- 
soners said they couldn't remember any time in 
the prison's history as brutal and bloody and 
desperate as these weeks. Women locked them- 
selves in their cells in support of the sisters 
in segregation and did all they could to break 
the impasse. Despair ruled. It was a crisis 
situation. Both prisoners and security staff 
say that there is a power struggle happening 
between security and the warden's office. Ten- 
sions are created which are used by the guards 
as the grounds for justifying increased regula- 
tions and control. The tensions exploded again 
on New Year's Eve as the guards maliciously ter- 
minated the annual party. Another lockdown, for 
three days, and then 18 women were shipped down 
to the hole. A month of harsh confrontations, 
lockdowns and death finally brought all the 
media networks in for a tour of P4W. National 
TV had coverage of what it looks like to be 
behind bars and what the prisoners are trying 
to say about it. Following is an excerpt from 
a letter we recieved about life inside the eye 
of the storm. It was written anonymously from 
one of the sisters who got sent down in seg- 
regation. 


SERVE cul PROTECT ? 


?T0 PROTECT WHO: ” 


Well, we started out the New Year in here 
with a lockdown. I'11 give you some background. 
The night before New Year's Eve the screws found 
two brews, one on each range. They didn't men- 
tion this to us They proceeded to let people 
get the gym ready for the New Year's Dance. The 
Prisoner's Committee had paid for sandwiches, 
etc, from the kitchen. At ten to six, the screws 
watched as women blow dried their hair, put on 
their make-up and paraded around getting ready 
for the dance, then told us the dance was can- 
celled because of the brew that were found. A 
petty mind-fuck since they had known all day 
the dance was cancelled. We said fuck that, 
we'll party till we poop anyway in our activity 
pbuilding. So we brought back a ghetto blaster 
and had a dance. 
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For 54 years we have been allowed to stay 
up till midnight on New Year's Eve instead of 
our usual 11 PM, but this New Year's the admin- 
istration said our range had to be locked up 
at 11 PM; but the wing could stay up. Around 
18 out of fifty of us refused to go to our cells 
at 11 PM and told the screws we'd go peacefully 
into our cells at midnight as usual. Fine they 
said, with knowing smirks on their faces. About 
forty minutes later a booted screw with a dog 
came running into the range and booted our cell 
doors shut. When we saw that dog coming we 
bolted into our cells like lightening. 

Qur acts of disobedience seemed minor to us 
but we have been locked-down since. During the 
lockdown they continue to play games. Like 
giving showers this morning to only those who 
aren't "verbally abusive," not giving vegetar- 
ians their meals and countless other aggrava- 
tions. 

One woman flipped out last night because she 
didn't get a vegetarian dinner which she nor- 
mally does and is medically prescribed. She 
busted up her own TV and every other breakable 
item in her cell. Throughout the day women were 
seriously considering whipping their own shit 
and piss at the screws. Alot of straight people 
think a person must be insane to be throwing 
her own piss and shit at another human being 
but just 48 hours into this lockdown and it 
seems very sane to me and in fact, takes alot 
of self control to not do it. When you're locked 
in your cell with a tremendous buildup of your 
anger, there are very few ways of expressing 
your anger. Self-mutilation smashing up your 
own belongings, swearing or throwing things at 
the screws are a few options besides hunger- 
striking and writing letters to the authorities. 
People have already sent countless letters to 
MPs, E Fry, various civil libertarians, lawyers, 
etc, and the ' outcome of this makes you feel like 
it'd be more useful to talk to the N atr" Hunger 
strikes only give the admin the satisfaction 
of seeing us suffer. The press has covered our , 
last self imposed lockdown and hunger-strike 
and the general concensus of the press is that 
we are being treated too leniently. After awhile 
we want immediate satisfaction - the satisfac- 
tion of seeing the screws squirm — make them 
suffer like we are. 

The administration describe events to make 
us seem insane. Women are throwing their own 
feces and destroying their own property because 
they are locked down for 48 hours. They say we 
wouldn't have been locked down if we had gone 
into our cells at 11 PM like we were supposed 
to. But a thousand times in a hundred days, they 
take away little freedoms, inflict mind-fucks 
and petty harassments until one day the camel's 
back breaks and all hell breaks loose with it. 
No missed dinner could unleash such a fury,such 
a chain of anger that self-mutilation and death 
seem to be the only way of coping with or deal- 
with the fury. First the TV gets smashed, then 
all the belongings. By then the anger has really 
kicked in and a “fuck-it-all" attitude ensues: 
slashing, screaming and not giving a fuck whether 
you live or die. 

Sometimes when I sit back and in my mind's 
eye see us living in these cages, our lives 
totally controlled by sadists, I think we should 
implore the Humane Society to lobby for us to 
have at least the same rights as animals. 
Especially the women in seg who don't get out 
for days, who are refused blankets on cold days 
and nights, who sleep on the concrete floor in 
their own piss, are maced in the eyes with no 
water in their cells, who are left naked in a 
bare cell and are fed sandwiches without wrap- 
pings so they can't kill themselves. It's a 
sick institution that tortures a woman to the 
point of her wanting to seriously kill herself 
but then prevents her from dying. I guess I'm 
going on and on about this because we're locked 
down, Shaggie just hung herself, and another 
woman was just shipped to St. Thomas, a forensic 
mental hospital, after being in seg 18 days, 
naked, eating her own shit and throwing her piss 
everywhere, and now there's a young girl in a 
bare cell (no mattress or bed) in paper PJs and 
an asbestos blanket because she was trying to 
hang herself with plastic sandwich bags. 

I'm not depressed really - just felt like 
getting this down. 

Take care. Good-bye for now.

GAIL HORII TRANSFER: 


Gail Horii, aiprisoner at Kingston P4W, has 
finally won her appeal to be transferred back 
to B.C. to serve out her sentence near her fam- 
ily. Horii, a prison activist, has been fight- 
ing for 2 % years to be returned to BC, and has 
already lost eight appeals of her sentence 
location. 

Until now, most federal women prisoners serv- 
ing sentences longer than two years were destin- 
ed to serve out their time at P4W, far away from 
family, friends and support networks. Horii's 
transfer has been announced as part of a ‘inter- 
regional movement of prisoners', a change in 
federal policy that will see some federal women 
prisoners transferred to provincial institut- 
ions near their homes. 

The announcement that Gail Horii would be v> 
transferred came after a 14-day hungerstrike by 
Horii to protest her continued incarceration at 
P4W. She also sought to bring attention to the 
horrifying conditions for all women there. 

Suicide attempts and slashings by women at 
the prison has increased dramatically over the 
past year, and the call for a shutdown of P4W 
is spreading from prisoners and prison abolit- 
jonists to citizens advocacy groups.

VICTORY AT PURDY

was instituted before and a number of other changes

ARRESTED ANARCHIST 


GETS FIVE YEARS 


' RAPISTS AND CHILD KILLERS GET LOWER 
SENTENCES THAN THTS!! 


The CCC (fighting Communist Cells) and FRAP 
(Proletarian Action Revolutionary Front) joint 
trial has just ended, with an incredible senten- 
cing: life imprisonment for all four CCC defenda 
ants, and 5 years imprisonment for the two so_ 
called members of FRAP. One of these is the 
Belgian Anarchist Chantal Paternostre. In 1985 
the CCC carried out a series of bombing attacks 
against targets such as NATO and weapons manufac- 
turing plants. They caused considerable damage to 
these targets and there were no human victims un- 
til two firefighters were killed by accident. 

The FRAP carried out two similar attacks on sim- 
ilar targets. At the trial ‘exceptional safety 
precautions' were taken. The 6 defendants were 
held in a 6cm thick armoured glass cage. This was 
used to create an atmosphere of terror, and to 
make this a big show trial, to sway the jury and 
public opinion onto the States side. Intimidation 
was exerted on the audience as well, through hum- 
iliating body searches and never ending identity 
checks. Furthermore, combining the CCC and Supp-:. 
osed FRAP members in a joint trial, ‘the terror- 
ism trial!' could only be, by assimilationa way 
for the State to build a strong bias against de- 
fendants Chantall and Van Acker the two supposed 
FRAP members, whos charges were much less signif- 
icant. Especially Chantall who was Pleading not 
guilty. 

Associating Chantal with the CCC was the only 
way that the State could bring her before the 
Assize Court, in which she wont be able to appeal 
her sentence. The lame ‘evidence’ that was used 
in court to convict Chantal, included a draft of 
a communique and fingerprints on a cup that in- 


~vestigators supposedly found in a flat where 


Chantal says she had never been in her life.

The fact though is that Chantall is an anarchist 
and dares to admit so. They had to muzzle her to 
make it so she can no longer her ideas, which the 
Belgian authorities see as dangerous, cause they 
question their position of Power over others.

militants. A lot of bullshit took place in the 
sentencing of the four CCC members as well. All 
four were sentenced to life imprisonment for 


their association in the deathsof the two fire- 
fighters. One of the CCC members charged did not 
join the group until after the tragedy, an odd 
sense: of justice in itself. But what is even more 


warped is the fact that the ‘accident’ was intent- 


ionally induced by the cops to discredit the CCC 
who until then were recieving just a bit to much 
sympathy on their side. The cops knew about this 
bombing attack, but neglected to mention this to 
the firefighters who believed it to be a car fire 
and as such took no special precautions. The cops 
never bothered clearing the streets either, though 
the CCC had asked for this in their communique. 


"Rapists and childkillers get lower sentences than 


this"(Nabate) The so called'popular' jury did 
nothing but espouse the revenge wish of the Belg- 
ian ruling class. From the big bosses to the 
state protection police, to NATO. All that bull- 
shit just shows that justice only exists to serve 
Power and the rich, to protect the system that's 
in the hands of those who seek to control us and 
rule the world.

INQUEST 


Prisoner solidarity groups throughout the 
country continue to call for an inquest into 
the oppressive circumstances surrounding her 
death, and the use of segregation at the Pris- 
on for Women in Kingston. 

Segregation, otherwise known as isolation, 
is vigorously imposed on inmates who protest 
prison conditions. Prior to her transfer to the 
hospital ward and subsequent death, Moore had 
been serving a three-month stint in segregation. 
During this period, she slashed herself repeat- 
edly and threw cups of hér-:blood and urine at 
guards. The priSon authorities' response was to 
fasten a plastic shield in front of her cell. 

As usual ,the prison bureaucracy is now engag- 
ed in a pre-inquest ritual of rationalizing it's 
errors. While the authorities work on damage 
control, another element hopes the inquest will 
blow Kingston Penitentiary for Women out of the 
water.

Native people lead the 
KKKountry in statistical 
categories such as 
unemployment, alchoholism, 
early death rates from infant 
mortality, violence and 
criminally-related activities. 
According to a recent study by 
Trent University of the 
Dangerous Offenders Act (Bills 
C-67 and C-68), native people 
in the Criminal Justice Cystem 
are more likely to be gated 
under this Bill, and therefore 
are deemed the most 
dangerous and most violent 
offenders in Canada. 

Native women face double, 


triple and quadruple standards 


when entering the prison 
cystem. Number 1: we are 
women; number 2: we are 
native; Number 3: we are poor; 
Number 4: we do not usually 
possess the education 
necessarily equivalent to the 
status quo. 


Profile: 

Ms. Cree is eighteen years 
old, a single parent with two 
children. She lives in the city 
of ---- where the offence took 
place. She was convicted of 
manslaughter and sentenced 
to 4 years. Her parents are 
deceased. She has two sisters 
and two brothers. Ms. Cree 
was a housewife whose sole 
income was social assistance. 

Ms. Cree entered the 
institution with a Grade 4 level 
of education. She quit school 
due to problems in her foster 
home. Ms. Cree has not been 
involved in an education 
upgrading program, She has 
been offered a job cleaning yet 
has refused this placement 
because she feels the school 
supervisor does not treat her or 
other native students properly. 
As a result she will not work 
anywhere in the institution. 

Ms. Cree was first arrested 
at age 16 for uttering and 
forging documents. She was 
put on one year's probation 
which she completed 
successfully. The subject 
displays no responsibility for 
her criminal Involvement. The 
subject clearly has a drug and 
alcohol problem. Her 
institutional participation is 
limited to Native Sisterhood, 

The writer strongly 


suggests that Ms. Cree remain 
a maximum security inmate. 


The ‘writer is not in support of 
community release at this time. ` 
Day Parole is denied. Full 
Parole is denied. Escorted 
temporary absence denied for 
one year. Ms: Cree was 
involved with a would-be 
serious incident with a number 
of her friends on May 1, 19— 
when security staff were 
proceeding to dispel an 
Incident in another part of the 
building. As a result of Ms. 
Cree not being able to remain 
charge free for any length of 
time, her cavalier attitude, her 
activities and friendships with 
many known drug dealers in the 
institution, it is the writer's 
opinion that Ms. Cree meets #2 
and #3 criteria under Bills C-67 
and 68. 

Ms.Cree is a danger to 
society, to herself and the staff 
members of the insitution. Ms. 
Cree is being referred under 
Bills C-67-68. Ms. Cree’s 
sentence expires January, 
199-, Next Case Management 
Review scheduled December, 
198-. 


This is a fictional profile, 
but it closely resembles the 
perceived reality on the part of 
the bureaucracy which assess 
the Native Woman -as she 
enters prison. Those who 
assess us come from an 
opposite life-experience. The 


‘average case management 


person is caucasian, married, 
has 1-2 children, a university 
degree, is from an upper- 
middle-class background with 
no comparable experiences to 
a Native woman, 

Obviously there are going 
to be some very profound 
difficulties that the Native 
woman will have in making 
adjustments within the 
institution in serving out her 


sentence. Almost every Sister - 


| have talked to has told me 
they were raised in foster 
homes, sent to juvenile 
detention centres, were victims 
of sexual abuse, were victims 
of rape. And finally entering 
prison for women, we have all 
become victims of bureaucracy 
because we do not have the 
right colour of skin, the right 
kind of education, the right kind 
of social skills and the right 
kind of principles to get out of 
here. 


Most often criminal 
defence lawyers in conjunction 
with crown prosecutors and 
judges agree that a guilty plea 
with a lengthy sentence will 
correct past lifestyles, our way 
of thinking, and make us into 
law-abiding “cityzens”. It is an 
absurd joke to think that the 
criminal Just-Us Cystem with 
its residential care, treatment, 
programming, counselling and 
mental health programs are 
specifically designed programs 
to meet the needs of Native 
women when we have never 
had an equal footing In the 


.cage manageshertt strategic 


planning sessions that take 
place. The bureaucracy and 
paper pushing outweigh the 
importance of listening to what 
the Native woman says she 


Usually the woman in the 
cage is too busy surviving the 
new rules, new regulations of 
daily life in La-la land to even 
consider what the future holds 
after she is finished her 
sentence. 


“When we come to prison, — 


we need to adjust to greater 
and greater violence in our 
lives. We adjust to 
increasingly deadly conditions, 
and come to accept them as 
“natural.” We adjust to having 
freedoms stolen away from us, 
to having fewer and fewer 
choices, less and less voice in 
the decisions that affect our 
lives. We come to believe that 
making $4.20 a day and the 
things we can buy with it are 
the most important life goals. 

We have adjusted to 
deafening silence because it is 
now mandatory to wear 
headphones. We have 
adjusted to the deafening 
noises and screams coming 
from segregation when our 
Sister has just been stripped of 
her clothes and maced in the 
face. We have adjusted to the 
ertainment of 
bingo games that give out 
prized bags of Taco chips and 
we hear giees of ‘happiness at 
this score because some 
pathetic individual hasn't 
tasted Taco chips since 1979. 
We have adjusted to dreaming 
of our futures. 

We have adjusted to the 
lack of conversation because 
some days there is absolutely 
nothing of significance or 
meaning to a few cheap words. 
We have adjusted to dreaming 
of our futures. We have 
adjusted to divorcing curselves 
from relationships with our 
husbands. We keep adapting 
to new and ever more 
dangerous conditions and 
ideas in the name of survival. 

We forget how life once 
was, how blue the sky is, how 
good food tasted. We forget 
because the changes are 
gradual and unannounced. No 
one can forewarn us of what 
lies ahead. If we could imagine 
ourselves taking pleasure in a 
slave job like cleaning floors 
over and over again, day after 
day, year after year, and see 
ourselves as fanatical psychos 
when our freshly waxed floor 
gets a scratch on it and ruins 
our entire day, we would recoil 


with horror and shame because 
our minds and values become 
as twisted and irrational as the 


ones that impose these 
conditions upon our lives. 

We become so numb from 
the incredible b/sh we are 
exposed to: trying to see a 
C management officer to 
9 call to our children is a 
major, major event. it is no 
wonder that so many of us cut 
our throats, lacerate our 
bodies, hang ourselves. it is 
no wonder that we need to 
Identify our pain onto our 
physical bodies because our 
whole lives have been filled 


“with Incredible pain and 


traumatizing experien 
psychic pain, physical pain, 
spiritual pain. 

When you ask a Native 
Woman why she was placed in 

a foster home she'll likely tell 
you it was because Childrens’ 
“Aid” arrested her because her 
parents didn't send her to 
school regularly. When you 
ek a Native women where she 

aliy abı she'll 
“Thkely respond it took place in 
the foster homes. When you 
ask a Native woman why she 
finally killed somebody she1l 
tell you she was a battered wife 
and she lost control of her 
senses when she was taking 
another beating. She didnt 
mean to kill her husband, her 
lover, her friend, she was just 
so spun out after each licking 
she lived through - she just was 
so spun out. 

| am your typical native 
woman and one who has 
survived the Criminal Just-us 
Cystem. When | think about 
the time in prisons, | often 
wonder how | maintained my 
sanity. | never conformed in 
my heart or in my mind but my 
body danced. I learned how to 
cope with lies. | believe justice 
does not exist for Native 
people. The battle of will is to 
see through the wall, to see 
through the screws and their 
power plays - their bureacratic 
games of power and pleasure. 

l learned there is a certain 
degree of hypocrisy in the 
groups that represent women in 
prison. The money and efforts 
that go into “services” is a mere 
band-aid effort in conspiracy 
with the criminal Just-us 
Cystem. The money and 
efforts would be better directed 
at commuting the families of 
the incarcerated women to the 
prisons. The time that is spent 
on conducting study upon 
study is wasted time because 
Statistics stay the same, the 
pain stays the same, the faces 
of the women change -- but the 
stories are identical. 

| entered Prison for 
Women as a young, poorly 
educated, native women and 
1 will soon be released with 
similar characteristics - but you 
can add another deficiency - 
after 7 years - | am now an 
ANGRY, young, poor, un- 
educated Native Woman!!!

FACTS ABOUT WOMEN 


FACTS ABOUT WOMEN IN PRISON IN CANADA 


— There are more than 8,000 women in prisons 
in Canada. 

— In 1985, 60% of violent offenses by women 
were domestically related; the victim was usu- 
ally a spouse or common law partner. 

~ There are at least 40 women serving life 
sentences (25 yrs) in the Federal Prison for 
Women (P4W) in Kingston (and more lifers in 
provincial jails). 

— Approximately 15 women are serving life sen- 
tences under the Parties Act, which states in 
part that "anyone is guilty of murder who com- 
mits murder, does or omits to do anything for 
the purpose of aiding or abetting any person 
to commit murder OR anyone who knew or ought 
to have known that a murder would occur." 

— Twice as many Native women serve time as 
Native men. 

— The State spends $56,713 per year/per woman 
to lock women in cages at the federal pen, This 
is almost five times the average income of somes 
one at the poverty line 

Of women sentenced to the federal pen: 

— about 60% are over 25 yrs of age 
— 20% have served a prior federal prison term. 
~ 16% are Native women (although Native people 
are only3% of the canadian population). 

Of women sentenced to provincial jails: 

- 40% recieve less than 14 days 
- 66% are sentenced to less than one month. 
over 80% are under the age of 25 
about 33% are under the age of 20 
50% have been previously encarcerated. 
~ 40% are in for non-payment of fines. 


IN PRISON IN CANA 


Who goes where: 

Canaan orie prisoners are categorized as either 
federal or provincial. Awoman who recieves a 
sentence of less than two years is considered 
a provincial prisoner and will probably go to 
a provincial jail. If her sentence is two years 
or more, she is a federal prisoner. 

About 60% of women federal prisoners go to 
Canada's only federal prison for women in Kingston, 
Ontario P4W). Because of overcrowding at P4W, some 
‘women are allowed to serve their federal sent- 
tences in provincial jails. While this gives 
them the opportunity, 
friends, they lose access to the greater range 
of programs and activities at P4W. 


DA FACTS ABOUT WOM 


Lakeside provincial jail: 
Lakeside is located on the same grounds as 


Qakalla men's prison in Burnaby. It is intended 
to hold 65 women but in fact the count is some- 
times as high as 90. 

Lakeside is divided into five living units. 
Contact between women on different units is 
limited to group activities like gym time, bingo 
and addiction programs. There is also a separate 
structure built for female Doukhobor prisoners, 
which is fireproof. 

The female anti-choice protests arrested for 
blockading Everywoman's Health Clinic are pre- 
sently being held in the "Doukhobor Hut", sep- 
erate from the rest of the prison population. 

Ongoing problems at Lakeside include: 

— inadequate medical care 

— unreasonable security; women have been denied 
escorted Temporary Absences, even for family 
emergencies. 

- almost no programs, recreational or educa- 
tional. No job training, no preparation for 
release. 

- daily yard time (outside) sometimes denied 
because staff are unavailable. 


EN IN PRISON IN CA 


Twin Maples provincial jail: 

Twin Maples is a 35 bed minimum security 
institution outside of Maple Ridge. Women who 
are considered low security risks are permitted 
to transfer to this more open setting from 
Lakeside. 


NADA FACTS ABOUT W 


Other women prisoners in BC 

Gayle Hori. a federal prisoner, has finally 
gained a transfer to BC. She made several ap- 
lications to serve her sentence here, to be 
near her husband who is too ill to travel. All 
applications to move to Lakeside were denied. 
After her fourth hunger strike in protest, she 
gained her transfer to BC last month. 
She is being held at Matsqui men's prison ina — 
separate unit from the men, along with two 
Doukhobor women. 


CHEN IN PRISON IN 


Federal Prison for Women, Kingston Ont, P4W 

This 55 year old institution currently holds 
about 105 women from all parts of Canada. While 
there are more programs available at P4W than 
at provincial jails, the far more repressive 
environment takes it's toll. 

The most recent death there was the suicide 
of Marlene Moore on Dec 3rd, ‘88. Moore had done 
more "seg time" (solitary confinement) than any 
other woman in Canada, (See letter from P4W this 
issue) according to other prisoners. Three days 
before her death Citizen's Advisory Committee 
chairman Barry thorne had resigned, expressing 
frustration with the failure of administrators 
to improve the "inhumane" conditions of the 
segregation unit. 

More problems surfaced at the prison on New 
Year's Eve. A dance being held was cut short by 
the warden because homemade brew and a handmade 
weapon had been: found the day before. When pri- 
soners refused to return to their cells, a guard 
and dog from nearby Kingston (men's) peniten- 
tiary were called in to force them to do so. 

All 21 prisoner's on A range were then locked 
down for two and a half days. 


CANADA FACTS ABOUT 


New BC prison for women planned: 

A new prison for women is scheduled to open 
in 1991 in Burnaby. This institution would re- 
place Lakeside and Twin Maples. Federal women 
prisoners from BC would also be assigned there, 
but could request to do their time at P4W instead. 

The BC Corrections Branch plans to divide the 
prison into maximum, medium and minimum security 
sections with virtually no contact between them. 

Technology will be the byword at the new 
prison. A Corrections Branch publication says 
"State-of-the-art technology will place BC at 
the forefront of corrections science in North 
America," 

This combination of less contact between 
prisoners and more technology will increase the 
alienation experienced by prisoners. 

Plans for new and expanded programs at the 
prison are being used to avoid improving pro- 
grams at Lakeside in the intervening two (or 
more) years.

POLICE CREATE EVIDENCE TO CRIMINALIZE RESISTANCE 


On the 7th of June 1988, the W German public 
prosecutor began proceedings against Ulla Pen- 
sellin and Ingrid Strobl who were arrested on 
the 18th of December 87. Ulla is suspected of 
participation in nine firebomb attacks by Rote 
Zora against the Adler company and in support 
of South Korean women in their fight against 
exploitation. 

Adler, a W German fashion clothing manufac- 
turer, exploits workers at their facory in ` 
S Korea by paying them 50 cents an hour. They 
also also impose srict time measuring to increase 
production, impose day/night shifts of 10 to 12 
hours, 6 or 7 days a week. To improve their sit- 
uation women are forced to have sexual relations 
with the German managers and foremen. 

Ingrid is accused of the participation in a 
bomb attack against Lufthansa Airline agencies 
in Dec '86, which was to protest that company's 
Participation in sex-tours to asiatic countries 
and the returning of political refugees back to 
their home countries. 

Both were arrested under law 129a, which 
criminalizes members or friends of so-called ter- 
torist groups. (see article "United Europe" for 
more) This new law allows conviction and punish- 
ment even when no clear proofs of guilt are 
available. So now we see the practice of cops 
constructing or acting out a crime to provide 
the legal basis for prosecution.

In both cases the public prosecutors have no 
proof at all. Ingrid is suspected of buying a 
clock which was used by Rote Zora in a bomb 
attack. Another 'proof' of her membership in RZ 
is that she was working for the journal Emma 
when an interview with RZ was published. 

Ulla is suspected of being a member of a 
'terrorist' group because she participated in 
an anti-genetic engineering research meeting 
which was attended by other women ‘terrorist' 
suspects as well. So, one woman under suspicion 
(grounds for conviction under 129a) is used to 
put another under suspicion and vice-versa. 
Another bit of 'evidence' was that a closed box 
was brought to the meeting hall which the police 
claim to have contained political pamphlets of 
RZ, The third and final 'fact' was that they 
were discussing a probable attack issue. 

The cops combine these three bits of 'evid- 
ence’ to construct membership in a cell of the 
RZ. With constructions of this nature the cops 
create a crime to criminalize the political re- 
sistance. Intimidating, threatening and split- 
ting political activists is their purpose. 

Also this means that everyone who is active 
in political issues that are considered by state 
organs to be probable attack issues can easily 
be put into prison. 

So they hope to shut our mouths up. 

The Rote Zora is a radical militant female 
association that is fighting against imperialism 
and the patriarchy. They consider genetic re-

search and population politics as essential 
tools for-rule, for those who have the power. 
So they attack this radically.

In the trial against Ingrid Strobl, it has 
been shown by the two main investigating police 
officers, how easy it is for everybody to be 
suspected as a terrorist. Surveillance of Ingrid 
began because she ordered the paper of the W Ger- 
man Irish Solidarity Committee. All people who 
ordered this paper were recorded. 

When the cops found out that RZ used a spe- 
cial brand of clock for their bombs, they re- 
corded the serial numbers of all the remaining 
stock. So they saw that Ingrid bought one and 
then began their investigation of her, using 
surveillance of her phone and her person. But 
she didn't do anything suspicious. 

During the trial it became clear that the 
cops themselves weren't sure if she was a mem- 
ber or not. The argument of one of the investi- 
gators was that such a smart, intellectual person 
must be a member of a terrorist group, must 
write communiques and must be a leader. 

The other investigator remembered observing 
a call between Ingrid and TAZ (Tageszeitung, 
mass circulation left-wing daily) editor, Oliver 
Tolmein, which contained probable attack issues 
such as refugee politics, Chile, etc.... Later 
on they found out what the call was about. It 
regarded a book review Ingrid had done of Simone 
de Beauvoir's Eye for an Eye. 

People attending the court to observe the 
proceedings have their passports photocopied 
and are body-searched. Of 140 seats available, 
undercover cops fill 40 in order to control po- 
tential crowd unrest. 

Ulla has been released from jail but her 
trial continues. The 'evidence' that kept her 
locked-up was that during a telephone conver- 
sation she spoke of "still meeting at.the agreed 
time". This the cops said was evidence of il- 
legal activity. For nine months Ulla refused 
to bow to this tactic and did not divulge the 
nature of the conversation. Finally she showed 
that the meeting in question was for a newspaper. 
This was easily proven and she was released. 

The trial continues but what everyone can 
see is that the state is trying to execute a 
political enemy.

Kent and Matsqui have high participation. 


A date has yet to be set for the cavalcade. 
Another way we show support for our brothers 
and sisters inside is by heading off in a pack 
of cars to 8 or 9 of the prisons in the Fraser 
Valley, where we get out and picket, passing 
leaflets to curious passers-by and prison 
visitors. In this way we let them know that 
they arn't forgotten in there.

Rumours 
are that this years show other forms of music 
and entertainment besides rock.

NP decided we wanted to do an article on the 
Prison system here in BC. But the idea has kept 
on changing from the start. At first the idea 
was to cover the whole system, but we soon re- 
alized that it was too huge a topic to cover 
in one issue with our limitations on space and 
funds. So we then thought we just have a look 
at the federal system first, but again realized 
that to do a good job would take.too much space. 
so we ended up deciding to introduce the ‘ind- 
ustry' and have a brief look at several joints 
this time and continue the examination in issues 
to come (if they do). 

Canada's penitentiary system is divided into 
two separate beauracracies. the federal and 
provincial. Other places where large numbers of 


people are locked-up are psychiatric institutions 


(prisons) and juvenile detention centres (pri- 
sons). Sometimes the latter two types of cages 
are part of the two main beauracracies, some- 
times not. The numbers of these ‘institutions’ 
really boggles the mind. We couldn't even 
scratch the surface of it all so we will intro- 
duce the 'regular' prisons this time.(check out 
the rest of the prison section for more back- 
ground. 


Prisons are big business in BC. The majority 
of them are located in the rural Lower Fraser 
Valley region to the east of Vancouver. This 
area is also popularly called the ‘Bible Belt' 
of BC, It has spawned, amoung others, some of 
the most extremely reactionary (read fascistic) 
politicians of our brief his-story. It is no 
contradiction that it is also home to thousands 
of sadistic screws that make their 'daily bread’ 
by policing these high-tech human warehouses. 

In fact it seems a perfect match. The two go 
together ‘naturally’. 

There are no specifically federal prisons 
for women in BC. The only one in Canada is in 
Kingston Ontario, the Prison For Women (P4W). 
Instead, Corrections Service Canada (CSC), has 
agreements with provincial authorities to cage 
numbers of women in provincial jails. See "Facts 
About Women in Prison in Canada", this issue for 
a more detailed look at the women's system. 

The intent of this is to give some very basic 
information. It is hoped that what it will do 
is demystify the system somewhat and put the 
existence of these insults to humanity back into 
our reality; that being the place that the state 
has attempted to erase them from since the be- 
ginning. 

Exact information is hard to come by. Unless 
you work for the straight media, the prisoncrats 
won't go out of their way to help you, I'm sure 
they'd rather offer me someplace to stay.... 
Most of the basic information came from the CSC 
booklet ,"Programs. and Facilities: Pacific 
Region," February 1987. This government publi- 
cation is full of doublespeak. Never are the 
words penitentiary, prison or prisoner mentioned. 
Instead we get ‘institution’, 'inmates'and 
"patients'(Regional Psychiatric centre). So we 
have ‘inmates' in an ‘institution’ with ‘accom 
odation' in ‘living units' that 'share''common 
rooms' for ‘leisure time activities’. The state 
also 'provides' a “wide range of programs". It 
almost sounds friendly! 

Oh yeah, one other thing. Prisons have 
ratings as to the security -restictions and con- 
trol. These are called ‘levels’ and they number 
2 (Ferndale) thru 6 (Kent). Sometimes they are 
multi-level like Matsqui which is a 5/6 rating. 

Not having ever been locked up myself, I'll 
not attempt to describe what 'life' inside is 
like. Beyond the basic information I've included 
the words of those that have been/are there 
themselves. 

So these are a few of their ‘institutions’,

MISSION PRISON 


Mission Prison is medium security, level 4 
with a capacity of 244 men. It is located about 
70 km east of Vancouver in the Fraser Valley. 

It was opened in 1977, It has a projected budget 
for 1989 of $13,285,570.°, which works out to 
about 54 thousand dollars to cage each man for 

a year. This cost does not include original 
construction costs or legal, judicial, proba- 
tionary costs, etc, etc. s x 

2 Tak, nee a cons: has 
industrial shops that get 'private contracts' 

to pump out objects manufactured by slave la- 
bour. This ‘company’,CORCAN (Corrections Canada), 
makes much noise about “giving prisoners the 
opportunity to aquire work experience...". Room 
and board are deducted from wages earned, leaving 
men with about $5 a day. 


KENT PENITENTIARY 


Kent Penitentiary is maximum, level 6, loc- 
ated in Agassiz about 85 kilometres east of 
Vancouver. It opened in 1979 to replace the old 
BC Pen. Kent is one of the newest prisons of 
it's type in Canada. It was designed to handle 
a population of 240 men. Expansion has provided 
two additional ‘living units' (tiers) totalling 
188 new cells 


RPC (Regional 


Psychiatric Centre) 


RPC (Regional Psychiatric Centre) is a maxi- 
mum security prison that holds 150 men that CSC 
considers to require ‘therapeutic intervention'. 
Originally opened in 1966 as a drug 'treatment' 
centre for women, it was changed in 1972 to what 
they now call a 'psychiatric hospital'. Now the 
prisoners are called 'patients'. Most of them 
have been sent from other prisons in the system, 
others are sent by the judiciary. 

It is located on the Matsqui prison complex, 


80 km east of Vancouver in the suburban community 


of Abbotsford. 


MATSQUI PRISON 


Matsqui Prison is high/medium security levels 
5/6. It is located 80 km east of Vancouver in 
Abbotsford. It opened in 1966 as a ‘drug depen- 
dency treatment centre’ for federal prisoners. 
In the early '70s it was changed to it's current 
role. It's maximum capacity is 416 men. It 
includes a regional health care section for dis- 
abled or long term care prisoners.

An Interview with Larry Howett 
by Eddie Rouse 


Eddie Rouse: How long were you at the Regional Psychiatric Centre 
[RPC]? 


Larry Howett: Ninety days. I went originally for a thirty day parole 
assessment. Then the staff suggested that a more in-depth evaluation 
would be beneficial. The carrot was that if I did a year in their 


Eventually I was called up before a board, ten days prior to my 
departure, and told, “You are doing finé, more than what we expected 
you to do. You haven't been involved in drugs or any problems.” But 
they went on to explain that I was a threat to their hegemony over the 
other prisoners because people looked up to me; because I could ask 
the right questions and elicit the right responses. 


But at another meeting after a scene at the Toastmaster’s club 
where I split when a nurse started hassling me, about eight doctors 
and administrators started blazing questions at me. When I'd start to 
answer they'd cut me off with more questions. The gist was: You're 
taking valium illegally and smoking pot here. A friend of yours told i 
us. I offered to take a urinalysis test and the head nurse, a real Queen ) 
of Hearts, barked, “See, he’s refusing to take the test!” I said, “No, l 
give me the bottle right now.” She continued, “You heard him, he’s 


prisoners could roam the open yards with their frontiers of chainlink 
and razor wire, By the end of November, the descent of dusk at four 
o'clock hobbled this universe. The yards closed just before sundown, 
so deep winter constricted the prisoners’ cosmos to the three floored 
building where they slept, a covered walkway, the dining area anda 
workplace. Though the prison was only twenty years old, the maybe 
hundred yards of walkway from the sleeping quarters to the dining 


program, I would be recommended for a minimum camp. 


ER: What did the program entail? 


LH: The first thirty day assessment involved very little contact with 
the staff. There are psychiatric nurses and security personnel at RPC. 
The psychiatric nurses each do a chart on you, spending two hours or 


area and the hundred yards beyond that led to the workplace was 
imbued with a kind of antiquity: it was ancient with the numberless 
steps of thousands of men serving tens of thousands of years. 

To get to the workplace the prisoners had to pass a checkpoint. In 
the arcana of the prison’s nomenclature this was called the M-9 gate. 
On weekdays after lunch it opened at twelve thirty. The guards who 
manned the gate permitted no passage before this time, although as 
with all prison rules, imprecision was the only constant. Some days 
prisoners passed through the gate early, and some days, for no 
discernible reason, the workplace closed and they did not pass at all. 

Jim knew it was close to the appointed hour as he approached the 
gate. As it was unlocked, he opened it and passed through. From the 
guard's booth a squat red-faced man emerged and moved briskly to 
meet him. The guard wore his peaked hat low on his forehead and in 
his eye the taper of humanity guttered in the wind of monolithic 
regulation. 

“Get back. No passage til twelve thirty.” 

Newly acquired instinct turned Jim around and pushed him obe- 


“What time is it now?” 


The guard's eyes focused and unfocused, then braked toa halt on 
the bridge of Jim’s nose. Biting down, the guard seemed to consider 
fleetingly the logistics of turning his watch hand up towards his face. 
His gaze shifted and met Jim’s directly. Then, as carefully placed as a 
prizefighter’s right cross he said, “Time you got a watch, isn’t it?” 

Jim felt the skin twitch on his left cheek. Possibly he hoped to turn 
the verbal sortie back or perhaps the meaness of someone who 
literally witholds the time of day stunned him. Stupidly, he attempt- 
ed levity: “If you paid us better-around here, maybe I could afford a 
watch.” | 

“Get paid far too much as it is. Up to me you'd get paid a lot less.” 

The guard’s intent was now undeniable. Curses bubbled hot into 
Jim's mouth and rage grabbed at his throat. He choked back his anger 
and the profanity. He paced and seethed. And waited: a couple of 
minutes later, at twelve-thirty, the gate opened. 

For the better part of an hour rage consumed him, biting at him 
hard, then subsided to a dull gnawing. Despite his efforts to instruct 
himself, it wheedled and nagged at him, jumping up at him through- 
out the afternoon and into the evening. The word “endure” came to 
him and he leapt on it and made it his own. 

He began to understand the aspect of the prisoners that expressed 
that dawn shriek. He knew what started the physical process that 


so a week talking with you about progress. The first months in the 
Violent Offenders Program [VOP] was noteworthy because they did 
absolutely nothing. The assessment itself consisted of the better part 
of four weeks of silent, “Here you are” in the Nova Ward. Nova is 
like Induction and the VOP range is in the same unit. You are asked to 
write a biography of your life. There are three or four interviews with 
the nurses, Then they try to gauge whether or not you are anti-social 
by your behaviour, whether you associate with the other prisoners in 
the institution. Nova consists of sexual offenders, rats, and what not, 
There is no ironclad rule that you must talk to these people but if you 
don’t, it indicates psychopathic and anti-social behaviour, which 
immediately goes into the assessment that the board eventually reads 
after, thirty days. 

Then you are told to get your own job. But you're excluded from 
certain jobs automatically because you come from the general 
population of other prisons. Very few RPC inmates come from the 
populations of other joints. 


ER: Most of them are hiding? 


LH: Most of them cannot get along in the population of other. 
penitentiaries in the country. Guys that are just scared, child moles;

Offenders Program. onlv a few as sexual offenders. The instant I goti 


to RPC I was looked at unfavourably because I came from population, 
and I was a drug addict. In the class system the nurses have set upat 
RPC that combination is rock bottom, worse than the child molester 
and the rapist. Even the psychologist who came out from the SHU 
[Special Handling Unit: a euphemism for the cells used to house 
Canada’s really violent prisoners] was flabbergasted at the way the 
RPC Violent Offenders Program was being run. There were at most 
four guys who would actually be considered violent offenders there 
by his standards. The rest had all been scared and had found an easy 
way out. 

I noticed that they had all their answers down pat to their problems. 
Many were veterans of Penetang (a forensic psychology center for the 
criminally insane in Ontario), and other RPCs and had their rap down 
so they could anticipate what the staff wanted to hear, A number of 
them had been going through this daily group therapy for several 
years: the same rehash, the same stories, the same moves. Just the 
faces changed every now and then. 

The high point in group was when someone would break down 
completely and burst into tears. Ironically this showed “progress,” 
and I use the word in quotes, because the staff thought it demonstrated 
remorse for the crime. The VOP is based on a system derived from a 
book called The Criminal Personality. Samenow and Yochelson were 
two of the major contributors. It is an overview of the criminal 
personality and is considered gospel by the RPC Violent Offender

refusing.” First the sentence, then the trial. Next, the-head doctor 
accused me of writing a book. Obviously it wasn’t right that I should 
be writing a book. “You're always in your cell!” “No, I’m not,” | 
replied. “Are you saying that my staff is lying?” “But I’m never in 
my cell. It’s been brought up in group. It’s been resolved.” The end 
note was, “Well, we don’t believe you! We don’t think there is any 
real treatment for you here. We're thinking about transferring you but 
there will be nothing punitive involved.” “Ya, but the act of transfer- 
ring me without a positive recommendation is punitive itself.” One of 
them explained that I had to lose friends, particularly Gary L. whom 
I've known for twelve years. Stop hanging around with Gary and 
instead befriend three psychotics from one west. That was his advice, 
And those psychotics, straight chloropromazine pilots: these guys 
couldn't even talk. And they'll give you all the bug juice you can 
swallow: unconscious equals manageable but it doesn’t equal 
conversation. 


ER: So they even wanted to control who you talked to? 


LH: Exactly. At that point I said no. My friends are my friends. I've 
done fine here. Gained weight, in a good headspace and you want to 


ship me back to Matsqui where I spent that last five years sideways on 


~~ “a'bed full of pills. Finally I received a document that said I was being 


transferred because of the way I reacted to being told I was being 
transferred. Real doublespeak. 


ER: Do you think anybody gets any help over there? 


LH: Yes, some people do if they are really fucked up. I think they got 
some help. 


ER: But how effective is that help in the long term? 


LH: I don’t know. It won't show up until the person is put in some 
situation where the extemal stimuli are not controlled, Over there, it’s 
controlled. Put them somewhere where they're going to be face to 
face with stimuli without those people to run to, to figure out how to 
do it, and they’ll have problems. 

And RPC messes up people who will eventually have to go back to 
the pens anyway. By the time guys have spent two or three years there 
they’ve said things they shouldn’t have; they’re into resolving situa- 
tions passively; they've worked on their self-control—and Pow! all of 
it is out the window on the big yard again. I should add that RPC 
doesn’t recommend many to get out on parole anyway. During my 
time there they recommended one sex case to get out. No one else got 
a thing. It’s like the more they dig, the less “normal” someone seems 
and the more nervous they are about letting him out.

Have you ever seen stockholder become a 
burglar? I confess not to know of any. But I. 
who is niether stockholder nor landlord, who 
is only a man who owns only his arms and head 
to ensure his preservation, I had to behave 
differently. Society only gave me three ways to 
exist: to work, to beg or to steal. Work is far 
from displeasing me. People can't do without w 
working; their muscles, their heads, have an a 
amount of energy to burn off. What does repulse 
me, is to sweat blood and tears for the alms of 
a wage, is to create wealth of which I would 
have been defrauded. In a few words, it repuls- 
ed me to devote myself to the prostitution of 
work. Begging is degrading, the denial of all 


dignity. Everyone has the right to life's feast. 


The right to live isn't begged for, 
taken. 

Theft is the retaking of property. 
Instead of being confined in a factory, the 
same as in prison, instead of begging for the 
things to which I have a right, I preferred to 
revolt and fight my enemies by making war on 
the rich, by attacking their goods. Of course, 


I imagine that you would have preferred that 

I submit myself to your laws., that as a docile 
and worn out worker, I create wealth in exchan- 
ge of a ludicrous wage, and that with a used 
body and burnt out brain I go die in a street 
corner. Then you wouldn't call me a ‘cynical 
bandit' but an honest worker. Using flattery, 
you would have even rewarded me with a work 
medal. Priests promise a paradise to their dup- 
es. You are less abstract. You offer a paper ` 
rag. I thank you for such goedness, for such 
gratitude, sirs. I prefer to be a cynic, cons- 
ious of my rights rather than a machine or a 


statue. As soon as I had an awareness, I comm- 
itted theft without any qualms. I do not res- 
pect your so called morals which extołs`the 


respect of property as a virtue when there are 
no worse thiefs than owners. 


Consider yourselves happy, sirs, that these 
morals have taken root in the people, for it 
is your best police. Knowing the powerlessness 
of the law, of force to be more exact, you 
have made it the strongest of. your protectors. 
But bware, everything has only time.! All that 
is built by force and cunning, force and cunn- 


ing can demolish.

JOHN PEROTTI UPDATE 


John Perroti jailhouse lawyer, prisoner and 
organiser with the IWW Industrial Workers of 
the World, has been placed in J1 Super Max Con- 


trol Unit, similar to the control unit in Marion 


Illinois. Perotti is bieng held in the Southern 
Ohio Correction Facility (SOFC) , as the prison 
is known in Lucasville. 


In the control unit guards use high pressure < 


fire hoses on prisoners almost daily. Prisoners 
are not allowed the usual cigarettes; confect- 
jonary, etc.;nór fruit, literature, or magazin- 
es. Everytime a prisoner is taken from his cell 
he is strip searched and his orifices examined; 
then he is handcuffed and leg-ironed. The pro- 
cedure is repeated on return to the cell. Exe- 
rcise is taken in a specially designed cage 
resembling a dog kennel and lasts for two hours 
a week. All areas of the block are monitored 
by closed-circuit cameras. Some of the prison- 
ers are more in need of mental health treatment 
and should not be in the unit. 

Recently some of the prisoners tried to 
send out a detailed complaint to Amnesty Int., 
listing all the beatings as well as murder of 
Prisoners by guards. They put together over 
100 pages of exhibits. However the exhibits and 
the dossier of complaints was siezed by the 
prison authorities. Certain prisoners involved 
in organising the complaint - Byrd, Scott, 
Wolfel and Perotti- were disciplined with one, 
Perotti, put into solitary. Despite all odds, 
however, these prisoners ended up getting a 
copy of the complaint smuggled out to contacts 
outside, who then sent it to A.I. The prisoners 
now hope that there will be an official invest- 
igation called. 

Perotti, and fellow prisoner Brumfield, mean- 
while have lost their appeal concerning the 
suit the filed against prison authorities for 
confiscating their IWW union cards and literat- 
ure. As a result they now owe the State $6,000 
in legal fees. Perotti has also to pay over $ 
220 for a lost appeal concerning a first ammen- 
dment violation. Donations to the General Def- 
ense Fund are desperately needed and can be 
sent to: Perotti Defence Fund, 1142 Hall Ave. 

44107 USA (cheques payable to 
Perotti Defense Fund) 

Meanwhile we also hear that the courts have 
rejected the charges by Perotti and fellow : 
Prisoners(with the assistance of the IWW) that 
the State Employment Relations Board was act- 
ing illegally in preventing the prisoners from 
organising within a union and bieng represented 


by the IWW. The court's decision was taken in 
the knowledge that had it gone the other way 
then the State would have been forced to pay 
prisoners minimum pay as well as medical benef- 
its. The latest news is that the prisoners are 
now putting through an appeal to the District 
Court. 


AVI NAFTEL TRANSFERRED 


Imprisoned anarchist activist Avi Nafte] recent- 
ly got transferred to another prison, his new 
address is: Avi Naftel, ASPC-Tucson, No. 45287 
210,000 S. Wilmot, Tucson. AZ. USA 
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An admission by Leslie Vernon White, an in- ` 
mate in southern California, that he fabricated 
confessions of prisoners he never met, has ex- 
posed the underbelly of a system by which 
jailers reward informers for 'favors.' 

Defense lawyers have put together a list of 
cases in which White and other jail house in- 
formers testified. As a result of this bought 
-and-paid-for testimony 225 people were con- 
victed of murder and other felonies, some were 
actually sentenced to death, and 30 are current- 
ly on Death Row. 

Robert Blake, lawyer for California Attorneys 
for Criminal Justice, told the media, 'When you 
dangle extra rewards, furloughs, money, their 
own clothes, stereos, in front of people in 
overcrowded jails, then you have an unacceptable 
temptation to commit perjury'. 

Although these cases are all confined to Los 
Angeles County, defense lawyers their told the 
press they may only represent a fraction of sim- 
ilar cases across the country. 

"All_ we've done is crack the egg here', said 
Charles Lindler, president of the L.A.C.C. Bar

1992 is the target date for the unification 
of Europe. The aim of this plan is so that the 
states involved can realize a large internal 
market. The opening up of internal borders 
serves economic interests, ie: the free trans- 
port of goods, services and capital. 

At the same time, the eliminination of inter- 
nal borders creates new problems for the state 
regarding the maintenance of public order and 
also it's policy towards ‘aliens’. 

All of this portends that the climate to- 
wards political opposition shall become more 
harsh. The need for sharpened oppressive tools 
is not because internal opposition is so strong. 
It is because the ‘western democracies' face a 
legitimization crisis. 

The post-war welfare state was based on a 
consensus between capital and labour, and meant 
a relative well-being for many,ie; "... one may 
have a bit more than the other but together 
everyone will benefit." This is breaking down 
as a consequence of the inevitable concentra- 
tion of capital (ongoing tendency of corpora- 
tions to be 'swallowed' by ever enlarging multi- 
nationals) and the internationization of the 
economy. The wheel has turned to a society based 
on the principles of a free market, ie; “Every— 
one for her/himself and God for us all." 

This development has led to huge contradic- 
tions between promises made by politicians and 
the clear effects of the actual policy, for 
instance with regard to employment. Now these 
contradictions have become too big. The struc- 
tural unemployment of millions of people is 
accepted by the state as established data and 
subsequently these people are slotted into a 
'problem' category.

People on welfare or unemployment insurance 
have become "people who practice fraud.” In 
this way a wedge is driven between the large 
‘middleclass’ and the 'underclass' no matter 
what the cost. The underclass regresses more 
and more, both materially and socially with no 
possibility for development. 

While the rest are doing well, the defini- 
tive split in society is a fact. The loyalty 
of the middleclass is bought with economic ad- 
vantages. It's these middleclass groups that 
form the political basis of the European (and 
N.American - ed) neo-conservatives. 

Some people earn alot of money through this 
economic policy. The conservatives also gain 
ideologically through appeals on nationist and 
religious sentiments. Here (Europe - ed) we see 
conservatism with it's 'sensible' call for ‘law 
and order' aimed at anyone who is 'different'. 
The effect is an enormous growth in racism, 
sexism and gay-hate. 

A huge gulf has grown between the demands 
of capital for international re-organization 
(and the social and political consequences of 
it) and what the western ‘democracies’ pretend 
to be..The crisis of these same states’ legit- 
imization stems from the tension caused by this 
gulf. 

For alot of people the reality is very dif- 
ferent from the theoretical basis of democracy 
which is; human rights, right to employment, 
inexistence of poverty (because welfare would 


be provided), lack of imperialistic exploitation, 
birthplace of enlightenment and inexistence of 
racial hate. The tension between the reality 

for many people and the ‘theory’ is a threat to 
the 'subjective safety’ of the state. This 
threat is not a reality at this time with re- 
gards to force. The state has a virtual monopoly 
on force. But what it is, is a real threat to 
the states' credibility. 

To replace this an internal enemy is created; 
foreigners, junkies, radicals revolutionaries, 
etc,... The struggle against the ‘internal' 
enemy is being used to reform and arrange so- 
ciety to the needs of the moment. The struggle 
against criminality becomes a daily slogan (ie; 
Crimestoppers in Vancouver - ed). We see a big 
push for the revival of the ethics of conser- 
vatism, supported by more and more people. This 
one of the main aims: obtaining the loyalty of 
the citizen.

Also, these groups don't fir into the overall 
project being carried through. They are super- 
fluous and a nuisance. This is the essence of 
their marginalization and criminalization. 

There are all kinds of measures which push 
up the general level of repression. One of 
these is the possibility to prosecute more and 
more easily. For example(in Holland):1) Remand. 
In the past when a mistake was made, the accused 
had to be released. This has now been changed 
giving the judge in a case of "seriously shocked 
legal order" the power to impose a new period 
of remand so that the prosecutor can revise and 
correct the summons. 2) ‘Justice’ will be able 
to take action immediately without having to 
conform to all kinds of regulations such as 
reasonable suspicion of guilt. 3) House searches 
in general will be bound to less regulation. 

4) Anonymous witnesses accounts will be allowed 
in courts. 

Another change is the concentration of more 
cops in the areas where alot of foreigners and 
unemployed people are living. By his/her pre- 
sense the cop works preventitively/repressively

towards these groups. 

The development of sharpened general repres- 
sion is not in the change of statutes alone. 
The judges themselves have been for some time 
rewarding the call for revenge. In Holland in 
1986 the increase in the average length of 
prison sentences was 21%. This, even though the 
real increase in criminality was only 1%, shows 
that the winds of reaction have been blowing 
through the courtrooms for some time already. 

A call for more prisons and cells overall has

to be understood in the same light. There is 
no so-called explosive growth in crime rates 
but forever increasing lengths of sentences. 

A word which is inevitably repeated with re- 
gard to policing strategies is 'harmonization'. 
In the annual report of the Dutch prosecution 
council of 1987 it states,".... the opening of 
the borders will have to lead to the intensifi- 
cation of the co-operation between the respec- 
tive police and judicial bodies." Police and 
justice want to take far reaching measures(and 
to have the judicial basis for it) in order "to 
control the free movement of people". 

The judicial basis for this control has al- 
ready been put down in existing European trea- 
ties, ie; the European treaty to fight terrorism.

Control over the free movement of people will 
have two forms. Control of immigrants at exter- 
nal borders will take place with the aid of new 
co-ordinated police data systems, Also airline 
companies will be liable to a fine and the re- 
turn flight of foreigners without a valid visa. 
The possibility to qualify as a political refugee 
has been severly restricted. For example Kurds 
faced with extermination by the Turkish state 
were rejected from Holland in a recent ruling 
by the High Court because "the power of the 
state (Turkey) is legitimate". 

There will also be a ‘harmonization' of 
policy to control the internal flood of migrants. 
That is, people who go about within the ‘united! 
Europe will be subject to controls such as visa 
restrictions, residence permits, right to unem- 
ployment insurance benefits, to education and 
medical aid. 

The major judicial/police tool now being 
introduced in the Benelux (Belgium, Netherlands, 
Luxembourg) is the Terrorist law which has been 
in effect now for some years in W.Germany. That 
law, the now infamous 'paragraph 129a' was first 
used against the R.A.F.(Red Army Fraction) 
guerillas. It has been purposely kept extremely 
vague and now, since the resistance is growing, 
it is being stretched and accomodated in su 
a way that it can be used to attack all other 
organizing groups and parts of the movement. 


Under 'para.129a' one need not be a ed 
to be a terrorist.You are also a terrorist if — 
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you ‘support a terrorist organization’. This 
sould mean printing a newspaper that contained 
communiques of resistance groups, or selling 
that paper, or simply possesing that paper. It 
means demonstrations in support of political 
prisoners is akin to membership in a terrorist 
organization. 

In one instance of the application of ‘para 
129a" the editor of the German paper Radikal 
was sentenced to a prison term for publishing 
the words of groups fighting the state. 

It has recently been introduced in Holland 
as ‘article 140' and has already been put to 
political use. It's first function is to give 
police extraordinary powers of investigation. 
It's second function is to punish people for 
political pronunciations to the media or at 
meetings and allow the introduction of collec-

tive and/or intellectual offendership. 

Public preparations for resistance and dem- 
onstrations can now be attacked in this way. 
The threat of collective complicity/co-offen- 
dership is designed to block our own collective 
development. It has to bring about preventitive 
fear. Like the fear when it was first used in 
Nijmegen(Holland) where, after the arrests, 
people were asking, "Do I still want to go to 
meetings? Who is still willing to say something?"

We can see other obvious examples of the 
consolidation of repression. A Dutch commission 
has recommended changes to enable judges to 
punish the planning of a crime with 2/3 of the 
sentence the person would recieve if it was 
successfully carried through. The model for this 
was not W.Germany, but Great Britain where 
recently three people were sentenced to 25 years 
for suspicion of the consiracy to assasinate 
Tom King, the secretary of state for N. Ireland 
affairs. 5 

In England, the right to remain silent has 
been abolished. The jury will now be advised 
by the judge to take the silence as an admis- 
sion of guilt. We've also seen a ban imposed 
on interviews with the political opposition 
(Sinn Fein), which Thatcher called, "..taking 
the breath away from the resistance". 

So we see, in effect, a state of emergency 
Europe. The collective offendership, intellec- 
tual offendership, penalization of the right 
to remain silent, ban on interviews with pol- 
itical opposition, the application of laws like 
“art. 140' and 'para. 129a', harmonization of 


data systems, restrictions on travel, employment, 


increased sentencing and prison construction 
all form a loose summary of the kinds of mea- 


sures which push up the general repression levels 


For us in N. America it is important to con- 
sider our relation to these developments. The 
reality there, if applied here, would mean the 
publication of this paper, for example, or it's

sale, or simply it's posession could be a pun- 
ishable offence. Individuals at demonstrations 
in support of political prisoners could be 
criminalized. What similarities is there between 
their situation and the implementation of the 
'Free Trade' dgreement here whereby the freedom 
of capital and corporations is broadened with 
No corresponding relaxation of the heavy con- 
trols one must undergo crossing the US/Canada 
border? Here we can also see increasing co- 
operation and sophistication of police forces. 

It's no secret that-the same filth orches- 
trating the unification of Europe are very close 
to the rulers of our continent. We can count 
on them sharing and learning from each other 
as they push this dying civilization towards 
their ultimate dream of one world government 
and freedom for capital(ists), along with a 
repressed, malleable populous. 

All of this is only half the story. Analysis 
can be a form of radical criticism. However, 
as it is, of itself, it does not offer any per- 
spective to action. 

Our only answer to these developments is to 
go to it offensively. We should become more 
careful as to preparation, however not lose our 
daring. They can take people out of circulation 
temporarily, the ideas and discussion continue.

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A mild winter indicates a hot spring; the 
połice and the squatters movement aticipated 
amusement when they clashed in an almost civil- 
war situation in Copenhagen on the 16th of Jan. 

In the morning a group of squatters occupied 
an empty building. Immediately the police re- 
quested and recieved the owner's permission to 
raid the house. Eleven squatters were arrested. 
In the meantime approximately -400 policemen 
formed cordons across the streets leading to 
the adjoining two squatters strongholds, the 
houses: Mekanisk Musikmuseum and Sorte Hest. 
This was to prevent assistance from them to the 
new squat and to practice neutralization of 
"hostile public crowds". Students from the po- 
lice training centre were called out to take 
part 

The squatters - fearing that the police would 
take advantage of the situation to raid not only 


The hungerstrike of the R.A.F. (Red Army 
Fraction) started on the Ist of February 89. 

It has now spread beyond just RAF and at least 
50 prisoners are on strike. 

Their demands are: 

— imprisonment of all political prisoners in 
one or two large groups in which new prisoners 
can be integrated 

— the possibility to go out in the prison yard 
with the other prisoners 

-freedom for those needing rehabilitation ther- 
apy after the sickness and torture of isolation 

~ freedom for Gunter Sonnenberg, Claudia Wan- 
nersdorfer, Bernd Rossner and Angelika Goder, 
because of serious physical condition 

— free medical assistance without state control 

— freedom of political communication and infor- 
mation for all prisoners and between all groups 
in society 

Two of the groups which originally began the 
strike will now reach the situation where their 
health is in danger. During previous strikes 
the head judge allowed force feeding when the 
prisoners health became critical. This a cruel 
and painful procedure as a tube is forced into 
the mouth and to the stomach. This is how Andreas 
Bader was killed. The pigs killed him through 
forced feeding by giving him only enough cal- 
ories for the body to survive the procedure but 
not enough to ‘heal’. 

The state has complete physical control of 
prisoners. It is trying to break their will, 
force a distance from further political activ- 
ities by pressuring them or pressuring other 
prisoners in a way that they will fight against 
each other in jail.

the new squat but also the two strongholds ~- 
formed a qualified opposition using bricks, 
paving stones, paintbombs, molotovs, catapults, 
etc, to keep the police at a distance. At times 
it was a truncheon fight man to man as squat- 
ters repelled the police cordons. Five police 
were hospitalized, none with serious injuries. 

When the new squat was evicted and made un- 
inhabitable the police left the scene after. 
four hours of battle. 

The real terrorists, however, are the pol- 
iticians and the authorities who leave it en- 
tirely to the police to solve the problems of 
the housing shortage, and who defend a system 
where it is illegal to occupy empty, derelict 
houses at the same time as it is legal for 
speculators to exploit people by keeping the 
houses empty and the rents high.

patrol, wrote,"As soon as I stood at the door 
of Ingrid's (Ingrid Strobl, RZ suspect) cell, 
another prisoner tried to pull me away.... 
Thursday the women told me that if I went again 
to Ingrid's cell, the cell doors of all of them 
would be closed..... collective punishment. The 
other prisoners (general population) are used 
as hostages. This is what they call relaxed 
control." 

The German press try not to give full and 
true information to the public. The paper Die 
Welt wrote that the prisoners only stopped eat- 
ing for two weeks. 

A large, militant demonstration took place 
in Essen on the llth of February, 89, attended 
by 10,000 people mostly Autonomes from all over 
Germany. It's size and intensity surprised the 
police. It wasn't given any coverage on the TV, 
radio or newspapers. The purpose of the demon- 
stration was to support the hungerstrike, free- 
dom for Ingrid Strobl, and the abolition of the 
infamous law ‘paragraph 129a' (see article on 
unification of Europe this issue for more on 
this law) 

The media, the government's right hand, are 
publishing false information about the situa- 
tion. They wrote that the strikers are guided 
by their defenders for the purpose of moving a 
step in the direction of more open contact be- 
tween the clients and their lawyers. (judges 
arbitrarily decide if a lawyer acts as a conduit 
Lo communicate between prisoners for the pur 
pose of illegal actions such as the hungerstrike 
and can cut off access to their clients). 

In the meantime the strike continues. 
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Shortly after the beginning of the 88/89 win- 
ter semester the University of Berlin was para- 
lized by a student's strike, which later spread 
to other W German universities such as those in 
Frankfurt and Heidelberg. 

The background and basis of the movement 
were the unsatisfactory circumstances and con- 
ditions suffered under university daily life, 
such as; small auditoriums which are insuffi- 
cient to teach everyone, insufficient and out- 
dated course material, shortening of the dura- 
tion of jobs and professorial chairs. 

The strike was started by the medical stu- 
dents who had to suffer the most because of the 
insufficient number of laboratory places. This 
caused them to lose semesters, in which they 
had to wait for practicum places and couldn't 
go on studying. 

Another very important issue is the univer- 
sity law which didn't give any space for deci- 
sions which are made in the 'plenum'(the plenum 
is comprised of professors, scientific assistants 
non-scientific assistants and students). This 
was done by changing it's composition so that 
the voice of professors was guaranteed to be a 
majority, thereby also guaraneeing the will of 
the university president. It also effectively 
eliminated the students' influence in the nomin- 
ations of new professors. 

In a meeting of all students the decision 
was. made to go on strike even if this meant the 
loss of a whole semester. Subsequently, all in- 
stitutes were squatted and a 24-hour pickett 
picket line went up to hinder students and pro- 
fessors from entering the university. Heavy con- 
frontations with the police took place when they 
drove scabs into the institutions in their cars. 

These were the demands: 50% of professors to 
be women, the plenum to be made up of + for each 
of the four groups, updating of course materials, 
enlargement of auditoriums and labs, employment 
of a woman who is paid by the government to take 
care of women's affairs and to control the type 
of scientific research that takes place with a 
voice to social and political concerns. 

As expected, the majority of professors 
weren't willing to discuss these demands at all. 
When I left the BRD (W Germany) several weeks 
ago a general meeting had taken place where the 
students ‘had split into groups according to their 
study subjects, They decided that every group 
needed a 60% majority to go on with the strike. 
The result was that some groups ended the strike 
but others are continuing the fight. Their in- 
stitutes are still squatted and they await daily 
the police attempts to evict them. 
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GITKSAN-WET'SEWET'EN 
FIGHT ON 


The major court battle of these people to 
gain total jurisdiction over their traditional 
territory has spread from the court to the 
land itself. A blockade of a proposed bridge 
construction site that would have paved the 
way to the decimation of one of their few re- 
maining wild territories, resulted in them 
being awarded an injunction stopping all con- 
struction activity on that bridge. 

Westar Timber appealed the injunction decision 
acouple of months ago, but no court decision 
has come down yet. 

No matter what the decision is, the people 
have made it be known that they will not allow 
logging there or in a number of other sites. 

Also they plan to halt with the aid of other 
groups, the construction that Alcan Aluminum 
plans of a new dam on the Nechacko River in 
their territory. People are gearing up for a 
big fight this spring an summer.

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FINGERPRINTS 


The science of fingerprint examination 1s 
called dactyloscopy. We are pom ator 

U prints, and we'll never be abl i 
eee them or get rid of them. Whenever 
you touch something with your fingertips you 
leave behind your calling card. The police 
will have a varying degree of difficulty in 
reproducing your prints depending on the 
surface upon which it lies. Obviously surfaces 
such as glass, marble, chrome etc, will be the 
easiest, whilst it-is almost impossible to lift 
prints from brickwork or untreated wood. A 
fingerprint is basically the fatty, acidic residue 
left on a surface in the exact shape of the ridge 
lines of your fingertips. Because a fingerprint 
is composed of sweat, which is an acid, in 
some instances it qwill etch itself onto metal. 
This is most likely to occur with crowbars, 
hammers, chisels, etc, and can be erased by 
rubbing down said tools with coarse wire 
wool after use. The police are continually 
perfecting their methods of print detection, 
because they are such a foolproof piece of 
personal identity. They can take prints from 
skin (if they really try), from tightly woven 
fabrics, especially synthetic ones, and paper. 

To convict, the police need to show 12 
matching features ofa fingerprint. In practice, 
these can be found on just one square 
centimeter of skin area. Fingerprints are fairly 
hard to destroy, and even immersion in water 
will not do the job completely, so if you are 
going to throw something over the bridge, 
don’t forget to wipe it down first. Unless an 
object is totally consumed, fire is also nota 
sure method of erasing prints, as a layer of 
carbon can cover them, and keep them 
recognisable. The older a print becomes, the 
harderit is to reproduce, although, in theory, 
it will last forever, as long as it has not been 
disfigured. Fingerprints are kept on the PNC 
in the form of encoded data, and as such, do 
not need to be visually checked to be found 
to match. A_ specialist will analyse the 
fingerprint and turn it into a series of four digit 
numbers. These numbers are then entered 
into the PNC, which will return the location 
of any matching fingerprints held by the 
Fingerprint Bureau at New Scotland Yard. 
These matches will be examined further in 
detail to see if any of the candidates presented 
by the PNC exactly matches those found at the 
scene of crime. The PNC fingerprint index is 
used roughly 300,000 times a year. A new 
system of fingerprint recognition has been 
developed which involves hyper-computers, 
and which can visually translate a single print 
into unique and complex computer data, thus 
making positive I.D. froma partial found print Š 
possible. This system is not yet in use, but 

e in a few years. 3 > 

ae show SA great deal of interest in 
everyones prints, to the extent that babies are 


now being fingerprinted at birth in some 
countries, in case they should get‘lost’. How 
touching! In the station, the police will always 
try and take your prints. Since the introduction 


of the Criminal Evidence Act, they have more 


or less complete freedom to do so, without 
having to go to a magistrate anymore. In 
theory, it ıs possible to smudg@ ' i 

fingerprints. One way is to leave plenty of 
soap on your hands, after.you've been made 
to wash them, and another is to try and ‘help’ 
the police. The idea is that you relax your 
fingers while they roll them over the sheet. If 
you apply too much pressure, or slide about 
a bit, you might smudge .a couple. On the 
other hand, they might just tear them up and 
start again, or even tear you up and start again! 


CONCLUSION 


Yes, the police.do have a very sophisticated 
forensic science capability. But they have less 
than 200 forensic scientists in the U.K. and 
therefore priority is given over to more 
‘serious’ crimes. Forensic scientists have 
turned out in the past to be bent, or there 
methods predjudiced, inexact and ultimately 
false. Forensic evidence should always be 
questioned. The most significant thing to 
remember is the most obvious; the police 
have to have a body before they can make 
comparisons. For this reason, information and 
intelligence gathering is the most important 
area of police work. Preferably they would 
like everybody on file, with their description, 
fingerprints and political tendencies. Then, 
when a crime is committed, especially in the 
political arena, the cops just haul in the 
likeliest suspects. For this reason our biggest 
precaution is not to get noticed, and.if we are 
known, to do our dark deeds far away from 
where we live. If we can’t be found, we can’t 
be caught, and all their fancy technology is 
useless. Only a minute percentage of crimes 
are solved by the use of forensics. For 
example, the metropolitan police’s clear up 
rate is around 17% -less than 1 in 5 crimes are 
solved, and of those crimes solved, the vast 
majority are solved by either confessions or 
‘information received’. (i.e. grasses). The clear 
up rate is highest where the individual is likely 
to know the offender; for example 53% for 
sexual assault, whereas burglary is only 10%. 
So you see, the odds are in our favour, and if 
we manage to keep our mouths shut and stay 
away from grasses, then those odds can be 
lengthened. Commonsense and caution make 
up most of the difference, and who knows, 
maybe something you've read in this book! 
What you have to worry about now is bad luck 
and getting in the act.

FISH FARMING or 


HOW TO KILL A 


I'm going to make some wild claims here. 
Actually they are not wild but are claims about 
what's going to happen to 'wild'. AAAAHHHH!! 

Salmon farms. Sound good? Visions of plenty? 
Well, unfortunately, this new ‘advancement’ 
threatens to completly annihilate wild salmon 
and to deepen the crisis in an ecosystem already 
in a shocking state of distress. 

How can somebody like me make claims like 
that? It flies in the face of the Ministry of 
Environment (ME) statements like, "..recent 
studies showed environmental damage from fish 
farming was not a concern." The M.E. lies. Yer 
nor surprised eh? Me neither. 

Before we get into some of the ugly details 
let's have a quick look at a fish farm; "As we 
rounded the point, in the shelter of the next 
bay we could see the pens and walkway of the 
new fish farm. Immediately we noticed a strange 
brownish scum on the calm surface of the water. 
Soon after we were overwhelmed by the odour of 
raw sewage. Out here:? We were alarmed. People 
that lived nearby said the otters and seals 
that once lived in the vicinity had vanished."

Is it not strange that in the state of Alaska 
they are "poised to pass laws that would ban 
fish farming entirely from their coastal waters?" 
At the same time in 'SuperNatural' BC, we've 
watched while the industry has gone from ten 
operational fish farms in 1984, to 173 in '88 
and with 200 more slated for approval for '89. 
Norway could be called the world's largest 
farmer of fish. Farmed salmon are the main 
source of that country's revenue from fish, 
dwarfing the county's wild salmon fishing indus- 
try. The government there is proposing to com- 
pletely shut down the wild salmon fishing indus- 
try in 1989. Wild salmon have been completly 
annihilated in 28 of that nation's rivers. Fish 
farming is not solely to blame with other things 
like sports fishing and acid rain runoff also 


that this relatively new existence of these 
farms up and down the coast is the greatest 
= threat of all. All hail technology! 

Tt was Norwegian capital that first intro- 
duced the farms to our coast, importing their 
technology and hybrid, domesticated strains of 
fish, They account for 60% of the ownership of 
the industry now growing here. They came here 
because there are absolutely no regulations to 
control the size, location or amount of damage 
these new farms are doing to our environment. 

The potential results of unchecked salmon 
farming boggle the mind, and leave me almost 
speechless. Almost. 

Disease has always been a major problem in 
all factory farming and fish are no different. 


The rivers are then 'saved' by strippng them of fish 


life with pesticide. 


Farm-borne parasite Gyrodactylus salaris has infested Norwegian 
Trivers, 


Pack 30,000 eight inch fish (20 cm) into a pen 
that measures 50 ft square by 30 ft deep and 
you've got a problem. No different than cattle 
or chickens! Norwegian officials have found 
that diseases are becoming resistant to the 
huge amounts of antibiotics used to fight them. 
Each year produces new strains that threaten 
both domesticated and wild stocks.

Last year, antibiotics use in the industry 
in Norway rose 170%. But this was not enough. 
Norwegian National Veterinarian Institute dir- 
ector Trygve Poppe says,"... we see every day 
they have more and more diseases. We see new 
diseases coming up all the time." He says the 
density of fish in their pens produces "a fish 
soup in which it is very easy for disease grow." 

Fish were completely destroyed in 20 farms 
by Furunculosis in 1985. That disease spread 
to wild stocks as well, Another one is Hitra 
disease. Looking at a lab sample of an infected 
fish, Poppe said,"The bacteria are humming so 
loud you can almost hear them barking." 

Bacterial Kidney Disease, spread by escaped 
farm fish is now on the increase in two Norwe- 
gian rivers. Here in BC, it is estimated that 
the same disease, BKD, killed some 50% of far- 
med fish in 1987. ` 

À parasite, gyrodactylus salaris, only a 
millimetre long, spread from farms and infested 
28 rivers, living off the blood and flesh of 
the salmon until it dies of infection or dehy- 
dration, The only way the Norwegians could come

up with a halt to the crisis was by using more 
technology. They poured enough of the pesticide 
rotenone (used by our goons as well) into the 
rivers to kill all the fish, restocking them 
later. Wonderful! Don't question the source, 
but we got another technological (ie; life 
hating) answer! 

Rivers in Norway are pipsqueak compared to 
the enormous systems here on the BC coast. When 
that parasite or some other highly resistant 
and mutated virus gets into the Skeena or Fraser 
river system it will be their death knell. There 
is absolutely no answer to be pulled out of the 
‘experts’ technobag of tricks. The salmon are 
fucked! The rivers are fucked! The animals are 
fucked!

That's the sensational part. No less of a 
threat and way more insidious are the more 
subtle results of this disgusting new plague.

heavy antibiotics. use and the threat this brings 


of new and more resistant strains, there are 
other technofixes needed to keep the fish from 
floating belly-up. Vaccines are used to prevent 
diseases like vibriosis. Fish are dipped as 
smolts (tiny fish) into antibiotic and vaccine 
"baths' much like french fries into fryers. 

Anti-fouling paints, containing extremely 
mutagenic compounds, are used to keep the pen 
nets ‘clean'. 

Growth hormones used with the chemical laced 
feed, speed the fattening of the fish and a few 
bank accounts. 

Farmed fish, without some intervention, would 
have dull greyish flesh unlike the healthy pink 
colour of wild (free) salmon. So they are fed 
the synthetically produced compounds astazanthin 
and canthazanthin in order to colour the flesh 
pink. The state goons say they've no problems 
with any of these practices. 

It's interesting to note here that the farm- 
ing industry is strongly opposed to demands to 
label fish as 'Farmed' so that consumers know 
that they are not buying wild fish. What blows 
me away is that they can be so blatant, so ob- 
vious, and get away with it. 

One ‘minor' problem that doesn't often get 
mentioned is the existance of predators, who 
are the local animals that normally eat fish.

They have always lived in these places. Locals 
report the disappearance of otters, sea lions, 
herons and ducks. These wild animals pose a 
threat to the efficient rape the fat-assed boys 
are into, and are treated as is any ‘competi- 
tion’, with elimination.

A Norwegian state fisheries ministry report to 
the Storting (parliament) stated,"Medicines and 
chemicals (and diseases,ed.) are spread in the 
environment and may have long term effects about 
which we, as yet, know too little." 

On top of this, the biggest threat to wild 
salmon survival and our survival is genetic 
manipulation, or what the techno zombies call

The head of Norway's Directorate for Nature

years in the pens, their dorsal fins and tails 
are deformed and worn down. Biologist Dagfinn 
Gausen says, "Nearly every farmed salmon we 
have encountered is sexually mature. I believe 
a great proportion of these salmon are capable 
of spawning. The loss of locally adapted traits 
or characteristics can eventually exterminate 
the wild salmon as we know it today." There are 
400 distinct races of Norwegian Atlantic salmon. 
Twenty-five of them are already extinct and 
fifteen are very weak. Farmed salmon are also 
escaping here on the BC coast. 

Genetic pollution is less spectacular than 
disease or paracite epidemics, but capable of 
almost unimaginable devastation. All this and 
the BC government report on the industry still 
states, "... escaped farm salmon would rarely 
interbreed with wild stock, if at all."..Scum! 

Locally, at the federal fisheries lab in 
West Vancouver, techno zombies have ‘created’ 
some freak fish for this youthful industry. 
Using hormones, Ed Donaldson and his colleages 
have taken young female chinook salmon and 
turned them into males that grew testes. These 
new males produce "mono-sex" sperm that carries 
only female genes and will produce only female 
offspring. Females, they say, are easier to

manage and mature later than males so can grow 
to a larger size before harvesting. Ed calls 
them his "pets" and they are creating all fem- 
ale fish populations for BC farms. Over ten 
million of these females have been bred using 
sex manipulation technology and are dispersed 
up and down the coast. The 'mono-sex' sperm is 
so popular that last Fall seaplanes were lined 
up outside the laboratory picking up bags of 
milt (sperm) to fertilize eggs on their farms. 

"It's tremendous!" says Bruce Bingham of 
Aquarius SeaFarms Ltd. It's expected that within 
a few years as many as 75 to 80% of fish on 
farms will be female. 

Scientists here have also devised other pow- 
erful techniques for manipulating sex, fertil- 
ity and size of fish. They helped isolate hor- 
mones now being produced and marketed by Syndel 
Laboratories that are injected into fish to in- 
duce sperm and egg production.

They've devised a method of using pressure 
shocks to double and triple the number of chro- 
mosomes in fish. Four minutes at 9,000 pounds 
per square inch and one set of chromosomes be- 
comes three. They can eliminate genetic material 
from sperm using ultra-violet light. This sperm 
is used to start eggs growing. The eggs are then 
zapped in a pressure shocker to double the chro- 
mosomes. The resulting fish have two sets of 
chromosomes from the mother and none from the 
father. These females can then be hormonally 
manipulated so that they produce sperm with 
only female genes. 

Isn't it wonderful what science can do?! 
Talking to people and researching the facts 
about fish farms has been like getting kicked 
in the guts! All I can see is that it's like a 
few more nails in the coffin. How do we fight 
this latest plague? Well I am certainly not 
going to suggest writing your politician. Not 
only is it probably a waste of time considering 
the state is hard behind the development of 
this industry, admonishments to write your local 
pimp only serve to reinforce brainwashing that 


any change must come through the parliamentary f male, the victims are boys). 


process. Real change, revolutionary change, won't.

So what else is there? Seems to me that these 
farms spreading up and down the coast are ex- 
tremely vulnerable to attack. Widespread, low- 
level sabotage could cripple the industry. A 
few pounds of your favourite organic poison 
can take out hundreds of thousands of these 
in minutes. That's what somebody told me anyhow. 
Of course I'm not suggesting anybody do any- 
thing as simpte crazy as that. Hey! Any other 
ideas? 

While the following groups and periodicals 
are good sources of information, as is usually 
the case, none of them see patriarchal 'civil- 
ization’ and capital(ism) as the root of these 
and indeed all of our problems. 

There's no reforming the patriarchy or cap- 
ital!

Jane Caputi is an American scholar. In The 
Age of Sex Crime she's written ".... a feminist 
analysis of the sexualized serial murder of 
women by men in modern Western society....". 

The usual treatment of this subject is lurid 

and sado-pornographic; recent examples include 
the local(Vancouver) print media's series of. 
articles about the murders of women in the sex 
trade, a re-run of a T.V. mini series about Ted 
Bundy, a T.V. series UnSub that features a new 
sex murderer each week, and the entire Halloween 
I, II, etc...,/Texas Chain Saw Massacre genre 

of snuff-porn movies. The popular Robert Parker 
has recently weighed in with a novel, Crimson 
Joy that features the graphic, detailed murder 
of several women, and a pop-psycology ending 
that explains it all by blaming the killer's 
mother. Doing so he echoes every third or fourth 
paperback on the racks. 

The Age of Sex Crime is an entirely differ- 
ent piece of work. Caputi writes as a scholar 
and as a radical feminist. She sees serial mur- 
der as counter-revolutionary violence and ide- 
ology, a response by men to the feminist move- 
ments of the past century.

She calls Jack the Ripper “the father of the 
Age of Sex. Crime." In 10 weeks in 1888, five 
prostitutes were killed and mutilated in a 
quarter-mile square neighbourhood in the London 
slums. The man who killed them wrote taunting 
letters to the press; the press had a field day, 
romanticizing the "Ripper" and detailing the 
violence he did to these women in lurid, porn- 
ographic detail. No story was without the note 
that these were prostitutes, poor, low-status 
and female - ideal targets for patriarchal 
violence. 

Jack was the first example of a modern phen- 
omenon - the serial sex-killer. From him in 1888 
to the Green River Killer, the pattern repeats. 
The killer is always a man; the victims usually 
poor women, prostitutes, wom olour (wher 


The killer fre- ` 
quently mutilates the women; the press always 
reports the murders with a poi e 
ment and with "blame the victim" attention to 
the life and work of the murdered. She was a 
prostitute or a drunk or hitch-hiked; she brought 
it on herself. The killer and the media create 
together an atmosphere of terror in the lives 

of women.

This terror is political; the phenomenon 
emerges at the same moment in history as gyne- 
cology and Freudian psychology. Together, these 
new structures are a secular, and modern, re- 
placement for the Inquisition and witch-hunters 
of the middle-ages. They are structures of 
political terror. They work to kill women, to 
sexually mutilate them, and to invade their 
most private inner lives. The Freudian, the

gynecologist and the sex-criminal all explain 
their activity in similar terms. They are acting 
decisively to deal with the dis-order, the dis- 
ease and the uncleanliness that is essentially 
female. 

This set of connections will seem far fetched 
to some. It seems less so as Caputi details her 
evidence. For example, the Ripper calls himself 
a doctor in his press releases; pioneer gyne- 
cologists prescribed surgery for "troublesome— 
ness, eating like a ploughman, masturbation, 
attempted suicide and ‘simple cussedness'"; 
Freudians explain sex-killers in ways that blame 
mothers and mates for the man's murderous 
violence. 

By 1982, 18% of the murders in the United 
States were recognized as the work of serial 
killers(doubtless a low figure; many murdered 
women are written off as "missing") An addi- 
tional 40% of murdered women were killed by 
their male partners. 


These figures are part of a larger pattern — 
men dominating women economically, ideologically 
and physically - the pattern of violence, ex- 
ploitation and lies feminists have been exposing 
over the past century. This pattern, patriarchy, 
is enforced in many ways. The Age of Sex Crime 
exposes and explains a particularly ugly form 

of enforcement - serial murder and the complex 
of media-pornography and 'professional' distor- 
tion that surround it.

The Age of Sex Crime is a disturbing book, 
difficult to read. Nevertheless, I recommend 
you read it. It is an especially important book 
for anti-authoritarian men, As men, we need to 
face the structures of terror and violence that 
support our gender priviledge. Face them, and 
join with feminist women to change them. At the 
end of his career Freud claimed - dishonestly - 
that he still didn't know what women wanted. 
Well, what do they want? Caputi's book is a 
powerful addition to the feminist literature 
that answers the question. Women want men to 
stop killing raping and battering them and their 
children. They want us to stop working them 
twice as hard for half as much money. They want 
us to stop using pornography that re-enforces 
and justifies these unfair behaviors. They want 
us to share the money that comes easier to us 
than it does to them. They want us to do our 
share of the work of raising children and tend- 
ing the ill and the old. They want us to un- 
learn the sexism that makes real man-woman 
partnership impossible. In the profoundest sense, 
they want us to grow up. 

Caputi's book closes with reflections on the 
links between the ideology of serial murder and 
the ideology of nuclear war. She suggests that 
a feminist critique of both points the way for- 
ward from the horrors she records to whatever 
slim hopes we can still hold for a decent, 
human future. 

Although this is a heart-breaking book in 
many ways, it is in the end a passionate call 
to action for justice; it never collapses into 
despair. For this tough minded analysis and 
determination, it is a book I recommend to all 
activists.

POLITICAL HYPOCKACY ¿ 
POLITICALLY | AWARE’ MEN 


This is a massive subject to tackle and 
extremely difficult to be humourous about so I 
won't bother..... I find the level of political 
hypocracy prevalent in the left or alternative 
scene manically depressing - a choice and ob- 
vious example being 'politically aware’ men and 
their response or lack of response to patriar- 
chal politics. 

It's annoying when people vehemently pro- 
test the unfair privileges of any group except 
the one in which they have the privileges. It 
makes you a bit dubious of their political in- 
tegrity as, essentially, it's emulating the 
finger pointing tactics of sleazy big politics 
and there's nothing alternative in that. 

If you can't recognize your own role in 
an oppressive/oppressed system, it's not very 
credible to demand that other people do. 

Sexism, Racism and ignorance are under- 
standable in the under-privileged and under- 
educated, but for people who have been exposed 
to alternative ideas and ways of thinking and 
profess to live by them it smacks of hypocracy 
not to deal with oppression in their own life 
as well as on a larger scale. 

Judging by the global situation it seems 
to be the prevalent attitude amoung privileged 
groups everywhere. What is the difference be- 
tween such so-called 'radicals' and a bunch of 
liberals? Where do you draw the line between 
political analysis and action, and verbal and 
intellectual masturbation? 

Besides the economic desparities, the com- 
mon acknowledgement of sexism seems to be of 
the more extreme manifestations of patriarchal 
conditioning such as rape and physical violence. 
Many men who have no taste for blood and guts 
and voice a personal abhorance to such activi- 
ties henceforth consider themseves non-sexist 
and don't much bother to examine the basic 
foundation which permeates every level of so- 
ciety and affects every individual.

That no great transcendence of sexual con- 
ditioning has taken place in the ‘politically 
aware' segment of the male population is dep- 
ressingly obvious. Take for example some of the 
well respected cultural heroes such as Burroughs, 
Genet, Nietzche and Henry Miller(to name a few). 
A certain degree of brilliance does not put a 
literary figure above question. It's worth no- 
ting misoginy, racism, etc, particularly in 
those whose words expound on ideas of rebellion 
against structures, transcendence, freedom,etc. 
What would men think if the foremost intellec- 
tuals were like Andrea Dworkin(also brilliant) 
who just happens to think men are ethically and 
intellectually inferior(to put it mildly). And 
what if this attitude was considered by general 
readers a point too petty to take note of as 
is the case with Burroughs, Miller, Nietzche 
and Genet? It's indicative that misogyny is 
perfectly acceptable (if not respected) in our 
culture. 

There are many examples of sexism on the 
more mundane level. Some of the much talked 


about idiosyncracies of ‘aware' men being; 

—- the ability to ignore, listen to, or partici- 
Pate in sexist discussions without looking the 
least bit embarrassed. (this ability does not 
extend to racism, etc) 

— to express alliance to feminist thinking while 
leaving the dishes and the toilet bowl to the 
female room-mates. 

— to talk about getting in touch with one's 
feminine side as Synonymous with realizing one's 
weaknesses and vulnerabilities 

— to make statements like "I love women"... 
think about it..(I love blacks, or, some of my 
best friends.....) `° 

- feel that a protective attitude is non-sexist. 
aggressors and protectors both need victims 

— don't bother much with feminist rallies or 
making a strong personal stand against patri- 
archy. 

— while militant action is often supported or 
condoned in other Sppressed groups, in women 
it's often labelled over-emotional, too str- 
dent, too personal, etc,. (if you can't be nice 
about it don't expect me to listen)

These are but a few examples of the effects 
of patriarchy on men. It's as if politics is 
all theory and the mundane day to day affects 
of it or the ugliness of it are not worth pay- 
ing attention to as if they are too mundane or 
too ugly. 

This is another notable characteristic of 
many men. A propensity to divide human beings 
into separate and autonomous bits like; emo- 
tional, intellectual, physical, etc, - some bits 
being more worthy of development than others. 
There's an element of political dogmatism which 
gives credence only to hard, cold analysis 
i production, etc,) without making 
correlations with other political factors like 
conditioning. It doesn't really matter in the 
larger sense which group of men gets power next. 
The concepts of oppression/oppressed, privileged 
and under-privileged are firmly internalized 
by patriarchal society (which is every society) 
and will continue to perpetrate and manifest 
themselves in other groups until people take 
responsibility or the planet blows itself to 
bits. 

The effects of Patriarchal politics on 
women, from violence, rape, economic desparity 
and aforementioned ‘normal’ things is the rep- 
etetive message that your gender and female 
role take precedence over your humanity. This 
is indecent and obscene and particularly so 
when the message is delivered by social peers 
and friends. 

Conversely, many men maintain their pri- 
vileges by denying their conditioning and con- 
tinue to support the system they profess to 
hate and which is de-humanizing to both them- 
selves and women.

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COMRADES ARRESTED 
DURING EXPROPRIATION 


` Anarchists Alfredo Bonanno and Guiseppe 
Stasi were arrested on Thursday 2 February 
1989. 

The arrest took place following an expro- 
priation in a jeweller's shop in Bergamo. The 
comrades were then transferred to prison in 
via Gleno 61-Bergamo, Italy. 

The accusations against them are: armed 
robbery, grievous bodily harm and resistance 
against arrest. 

On Monday 6 February the comrades were 
interrogated by the instructing judge. They 
declared that the robbery was carried out due 
to the personal need for money and that, as 
anarchists, they consider the redistribution 
of wealth in a society based on social and 
economic inequality to be just, a position 
that historically anarchists have always 
shared. 

The comrades specified that any attempt 
by the judicial authorities to attribute 
other similar actions to them, or to presu- 
ppose, starting from this specific incident, 
the existence of a phantomic armed organi- 
sation, will be considered a frame-up inten- 
ding to strike comrades actively engaged in 
the social struggle against exploitation and 
oppression daily more heavily. 

In fact, the instruction is still open, 
and the phantomatic constructions of the re- 
pressive organs remain to be seen, 

To start with, on the same day as the 
robbery took place, a series of raids was 
carried out (obviously with no result) in the 
homes of anarchist comrades in Milan, Bergamo 
and Catania, 

We intend to combat any attempt to iso- 
late the comrades, and express our revolu- 
tionary solidarity with Guiseppe and Alfredo. 
We also mean to spread the maximum informa- 
tion on the case. We will mobilise against 
any attempt by the judicial-police organs to 
construct frame-ups of any kind,

SABOTAGING SHELL! 


The following is taken from a handbook in 
Holland that describes“the methods used by anti- 
Shell activists. 

1. The hoses: Use a hack saw. Watch out for 
gas spray. The gas nozzles can be taken away. 
Don't touch the LPG hoses as escaping gas is 
highly {nflammable. Obviously do not have any 
naked flames. : 

2. Payment Screens: these can be painted over 
or broken. 

3. Gas Tanks: If you can open the entrances to 
the outlets, sugar, paint, or other material can 
be tipped in. Padlocks over the outlets can be 
broken with bolt cutters. 

4. The Shop: Usual stuff: paint jobs; glueing 
locks, graffitti. 

5. Fire: Think alot about this. Very dangerous 
plus others. Not recommended unless well planned 
and when there is a guarantee of no injury to 
anyone. Best to start with the shop. Never go for 
the gas pumps or LPG themselves. Avoid gas statė 
ions in urban areas or near houses at all costs. 
If in doubt don't even consider it. 

( The above is reprinted for no other reason than 
to provide insight into how the saboteurs work). 
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Sometimes you can hardly see the expresso 
bars for the rain and traffic, but Seattle 
does seem to have a growing political scene 
too. The two anti-authoritarian bookshops: 
Left Bank Books at 92 Pike St., and AKA/Left 

Benk distribution at 
rolling along. Both have a large stock of spe- 
cificelly anarchist titles, plus hundreds of 
feminist, ecological, art, used and ‘left! 
books. The Left Bank collective is thinking 
harc on how to reduce their long-running de- 
ficit. ™ the publishing front, Ecomedia 
Seattle have just put out the first issue of 
their news bulletin. All 600 copies went fast 
anc feedback has been very positive. Issue #2 
should be out late March, keeping it roughly 
tri-weekly. Meanwhile issue #3 of the more in 
depth, personal, and artistically inclined 
Possessed (..."A journal of ink on dead tree 
matter"... ) is still around. So far every 
issue of Possessed has been different from the 
last, Who knows what #) will look like?! 

The Seattle Shell boycott is a diverse 
coalition of groups opposed to Shell's invol- 
vement in South Africa, Every week a group 
from the cozlition carries out a Picket of a 
Shell gas station. The pickets normally 
attract 5-15 people, and are very effective in 


publicising the boycott and drastically redu- 
cing the gas stations business. The same 
group is planning a mock funeral to Shell's 
offices here on March 21 to commemorate the 
21st Anniversary of the Sharpeville massacre, 
The orevious day Citizens in Solidarity with 
the People of Fl Salvador, and Pledge of Re- 
sistance are planning a civil disobedience 
outside the downtown federal building. A 
non-violent, passive, resistance free blockade 
is planned. Both demos are planned for early 
morning- great for rush hour snarl ups! Hope- 
fully other groups and individuals will take 
part in-the planned events- or create their 
own. The endangered but unprotected (like the 
old growth forest it lives in ) Spotted owl _ 
continues to create controversy. See the most 
recent issue of Washington EF! (P.O. Box ` 
2962, Bellingham, WA 98227, U.S.A. ) Environ- 
mentalists want the species on the protected 
list-which would also stop a lot of old growth 
logging. Powerful logging interests, the 
forestry service and other federal government 
agencies are doing everything they can to 
justify. their contimed logging. All their 
activities ignore the scientific evidence that 
the owl is in damger. The issue is portrayed 
as a case of jobs and economic stability, 
(logging revenues help pay for education in 
Oregon) against protecting' just another bird', 
On february 28 300 loggers and truckers demons- 
trated in Olympia (all paid for by the logging ` 
companies), for them it was a glear-cut choice 
for their economic survival. A sign beside 


1 University Way are 
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Interstate 5 says: " Kids or Spotted Owls." 
Methinks the kids would choose owls over schoold 
any day! 

A major issue in Seattle is housing, or 
rather the lack of access to it. Unless 
you are lucky enough to qualify for welfare ` 
(and very few do) you either find a job an 
all week just to pay rent, or you become one 
of the thousancs of ho es an ve 
streets, in night shelters or 
A growing number are beginning to sleep in 
the hundreds of empty buildings here. Not as a 
political choice but out of economic necessity. 
The trouble is that empty houses can also 
become crack houses;fucking up the whole area 
as well as peoples heads. 

The official housing activists are for more 
progressive and dare I say it, 'radical' (what- 
ever that really means) from their equivalent 
in many other cities. In January an attempted ` 
mass occupation included a director of a hou- 
sing shelter and other full time housing em- 
ployees-plus a number of homeless people them- 
selves. The Seattle displacement coalition is ` 
a diverse mixture of people-liberals to anar- 
chists. What makes it diificult is that it 


actually does stuff at a street level-from 
demos to pickets with accompanying street 
feeds. This street level pressure helps to 
redicalise otherwise liberal tendencies and 
makes the housing crisis so much more of a 
real political issue which should concern 
everybody. ; 

At the same time _a small group of people 
have turned to squatting to meet their housing 
needs. Over the last year there has been a 
succession of sauatted houses. Some lasted only 
a few weeks before cops/owners gave the notice 
to get out or face charges, one lasted almost 
a year. Levels of comfort vary from shelter 
alone, to heat, light, and hot running water. 
It all depends on the house. Squatting a house 
isn't that difficult, and on a day to day 
level not particularly illegal either. As far 
as I kmow no one has been busted just for squa- 
tting. All it takes is to scout out potential 
houses-empty, abandoned and not too run down. 
Then you check out the ownership situation with 
city records. Recently purchased houses are 
not a good bet- someone may be moving in soon. 
If the neighborhood and neighbors look ok, 
then you just get access to the house (looking 
like trades people helps) - change the locks 
and you have yourself the beginning of a free 
home. The aim here at the moment is to create 
a squatting community rather than just isolated 
places to crash! s š; 

That's about it for now, maybe in the near 
future there will be more cooperation between 
Seattle and Vancouver. The border is a drag- 
but it's not impossible!

FOR A WORLD WHERE PLEASURE 


People have to be broken in for years 
before they are willing to accept the loss 
one third of their time to working; not to 
mention the other two thirds of their time 
which is spent recuperating from work. The 
whole process begins with school. At five or 
six years old we are initiated into the world 
of submission and discipline. After a long, 
boring day being conditioned to accept half- 
truths end lies, we are expected to return 
home with more work (homework! ) Ideologists 
maintain that work is necessary, because they 
equate the production of commodities with 
social wealth. But being rich doesn't nece- 
ssarily mean that you lead an exciting or 
happy life, it just means that you own a lot 
of objects. 

Society leads many of us to believe that, 
if we work hard enough, we can lead this myth- 
ical 'good life', thereby condemning us to 
mind-numbing work at some idiotic activity 
with the goal of obtaining ridiculous objects. 
Many others, regardless of whether they have 
seen through this lie or not, are coerced 
into working, usually at unhealthy, un- 
pleasant, low-paying jobs, just for enough 
cash to get by. For those of us who know 
that we'll never mve the 'quality goods! that 
capitel promises, no matter how hard we work, 
we often feel miserable and frustrated with 
our material poverty, even if we know that 
even the most expensive objects really aren't 
"worth" anything. 

For women, productivity , apart from their 
unpaid work at home. and underpaid wage work 
in the market, also takes the form of repro- 
ductive work. As a gender class their primary 
function within capitalism has been to bear ` 
and care for children in order to secure the 
next generation of workers, or to help the 
father/husband recuperate from his wage-slavery 
by being perpetually attractive happy and 
submissive. 

All those hours lost on the job, all those 
unfulfilled desires, and in return most of us 
get a salary, the reward for having partici- 
pated in commodity-production. And, the only 

_~ thingwe can do with this reward(money) is 
- acquire more commodities (things for sale). A

Unfortunately there 1s no way that 1t can make 
life any more fullfilling ( beyond basic needs 
i.e. food, clothing, shelter, etc.) 

The pleasure we give up in order to work 
is never returned to us. If we have to work, 
) the reasons are not natural, but social. The 
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work society and the class society are one 
and the same. The master wants the slave to 
produce, because only what is produced can be 
owned. The capitalist doesn't give a shit 
about the pleasure possible in any activity, 
because this pleasure cannot be stocked up, 
accumulated or translated into money. Before 
cepitalism turned our planet into a vast 

work machine, many peoples including some 
Worth American indians, had the same word 

for work and play. 

When we work we are totally subservient 
to an outside authority. Our existence has 
little, if any, sense, its purpose being the 
production of merchandise. Obviously all this 
does not mean that each individual worker is 
a silly moron, nor does it mean that orga- 
nizing ourselves in the workplace is a reac- 
tionary thing to do. To create a world where 


Picesure is more important than pain,will 


require getting our shit together. And the 
first step in that direction is to resist 
being reduced to workers, to humiliating cogs 
in a productive apparatus that belongs to 
someone/something else (capitalists/capital), 
Tais means that the emphasis in our struggle 


own perspectives, Our reactions to these are 


usually intensely emotional and any phobias are 
often hidden behind an intellectual armor. This 
is what happened when Jerking Off, a zine put 


out by a group of people within the Queer 
Anarchist Network, appeared in the summer of 
1987. It brought out considerable fear and 
confusion in the anti-authoritarian milieu, 


most notably at Montreals Alternative Bookstore, 


where it was originally banned.

Overall I felt very positive about both _ 
issues. I appreciate them because there aren't 
many forums that exist in which our erotica is 
not debased by being reduced to a-commodity, 
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for anarchy shifts from the workplace and 
becomes subordinate to our neighborhoods, 
affinity groups, squats, circles of friends 
end other attempts at re-creating community. 
Because in the end, who really wants to work 
in a factory or a mine? There has always been 
revolutionary anti-work resistance, just as 
there has always been opposition to all 

forms of slavery. In North America it's often 
expressed not only in the destruction of 
machinery, but in absenteeism, theft, slow- 
downs, wildcets, and a large variety of ‘games! 
thet we use as relief from the monotony and 
sadness of work. 

A general strike? Of course, but not for 
control of the workplace, but for its abolition. 
By orgenizing ourselves in this way, not only 
ageinst wages and bosses, but against work 
itself, our resistance itself will have the 

— chance of being part of the basis of future 
truly free and truly pleasurable communities.

face of this , isn't that so? 'The people are 
scared', you seem to say. 'We govern by the 

fear of repression. If it screams, we'll throw 


well stalk about anarchy 


you wrote to us and sent us some back copies of 
No Picnic, plus a nice letter from Amigo, we 
have finally got around to replying to you. As 
they say, better late than never. Firstly, Tha- 
nks a lot for the good recommendation-we got 

in 'No Picnic'- we are now in communication with 
a priSoner in the USA through your mention of 
us. And it was great to see you reprinting the 
article on prisons and prison struggles- repit- 
ition is the highest form of flattery! 

We were impressed by 'No Picnic', particular- 
ly by its energy and refusal to blindly follow 
one rigid line of politics. Obviously, there 
are major differences between the general situa- 
tion in Canada and the UK, which clearly affects 
thought and practice. A few months back we had 
an interesting discussion with a person from 
the Fifth Estate collective about this, we were 
saying that to us ecological and land rights 
struggleswere not very important compared to 
the general class struggle, while she was say- 
ing that to many revolutionaries in America, 
there was no class struggle as we would perc- 
jeve it, so people got involved with what we 
would call 'marginal' issues. It was a good dis- 


cussion and, despite our differences, we learnt 
a lot from it. Certainly, we do not reject or 
ignore land rights demand-, but to us in this 
country, the main battle is that of the working 
class against the ruling class and this is a 
battle that will be fought out in the streets 
and workplaces. 

That said, we can definately learn a lot from 
each other's experiences. Obsession leads to 
rigidity and rigidity leads to nowhere! (Thats 
our attempt to be deep and meaningful and get 
the Taoist vote!). We were very interested to 
read the debate between 'Resistance' and other 
elements. For ourselves, we have become increas- 
ingly hostile towards groups such as the Red 
Army Faction, Action Directe, Fighting Communist 
Ceells, etc and papers such as ‘Resistance! that 
support and publicise them. We see the strategy 
and politics of these groups as offering no way 
forwards. Our view would be different if these 
groups actually had a base within the working 
class (like the IRA in the 6 Counties) rather 
than a base in the middle class student/politic- 
al drop-out milieu and if these groups did not 
have such an overwhelming sense of their self- 


it to jail. If it moves, we'll deport it to the 
colonies. If it takes action, we'l! guillotine 
it'. Wrong calculations, sirs, believe-me. The 
punishments that you inflict are not a cure ag- 
ainst acts of revolt. Repres-ion, far from bei- 
ng a cure only worsens the pain. Corrective 
measures can only sow hatred and vengeance. It's 
a fatal cycle. And even more , since you slice 
the head off, since you populate prisons and 
colonies with convicts, have you stopped hatred 
from showing itself? Say? Answer! Facts prove 
your powerlessness! On my behalf I knew clearly 
that my behavior could have only resulted in 
deportation or the gallows. You must know this 
isn't what stopped me. If I thieved, it is not 
a question of principle, of rights. I preferr- 
ed t- keep my freedom, my independance, my 
dignity, than to make myself the agent of a 
masters fortune. In cruder terms, with no ` 
euphimismes, I preferred bieng thief than tbiey- 
ed. Indeed I also disapprove the means by which 
someone violently and cunningly siezes the ° 
fruits of someone else's labor. But it precise- 
ly for that that I waged war on the rich, thie- 
ves of poor peoples goods. I also would like to 


live in a society where theft wouldn't exist. 


‘I disapprove of theft, and have only used it as 


a way of revolt, to combat the most injust of 
all thefts ; individual property. 

To destroy an effect, you must beforehand 
destroy it's cause. If there is theft it is 
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only because there is plenty on the one hand 


‘and scarcity on the other; only because every- 


thing belongs to a few. Struggle will only 


disappear when people will share their joys and 


sorrows, their work and wealth, when ali will 
belong to all. : 
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importance. It is time that revolutionaries 
made a clear and decisive break from these 
groups and stopped bieng awestruck just by the 
fact that they were ‘doing something’. In this 
country, a damn sight more damage is done by 
school kids. burning down their prisons than the 
RAF have ever done! Such obsession with elitist 
militarism of the highest form is a clear sign 
of powerlessness. Our attitude towards groups 
such as the Vancouver 5, the Animal Liberation 
Front (in this country) and Revolutionary Anti- 
Racist Action (in Holland) is not nearly as 
severe, but we certainly support much more gen- 
eralized proletarian damage and mass movements 
of the working class against capitalism. We 
would be interested to read what you think 
about all of the above. One final point- when 
will all these various groups start writing in 
a fashion that everyone can easily understand? 
There has not been much going on in this . 
country in any major fashion. There has been 
several major eruptions in the Health Service 
with thousands of nurses' going on strike agai- 
nst general cut backs in the NHS and their 
wages. It is a considerable step forward for 
nurses to take strike action, especially as 
there is all this government sponsored propag- 
anda of them being ‘caring angels'. But their 
struggle has been sabotaged by union divisions 
and failure to realise the absolute necessity 
of extending their strike to other workplaces 
s (although a few nurses did picket out other 
workplaces such as Frickley colliery in York- 
shire). To take a positive attitude, the gener- 
al situation here could be hotting up - as in- 
flation continues to increase and the govern-

ment carries on boasting how well the economy 
is doing, then wage demands will inevitably 
rise and so there will be a wave of strikes...

To add to the general ferment we are contin- 
uing with our activities.

racist US courts. 


During these years of incarceration, Peltier has become internat lonally-recognized 
as a political prisoner...declared by many diverse supporters, from Amnesty 
international to Bishcp Tutu to the USSR govt. He remains in a U.S. prison because 
he is a leader in a struggle to defend the sovereign rights of all Aboriginal People 
against the massive resource exploitation of Indian lands. His struggle is no 
different than the struggle for self-determination of Aboriginal People in Canada 
today. He became a political prisoner of the war against North America's Indigenous 
People's by agents of the U.S. govt. when the process of a Canadian court was abused 


to obtain his extradition.
